Last summer Captain Bonser was at 
one time stsar.lcd on a rock for four- 
teen hours.

'I hey whiled 
away the lime fishing, securing fo. ty 
pounds of speckled troui. '!'.. pro- 
vide them with other food the crew 
was oblu.ed to throw them doughnuts 
ashore from the elevated deck of the 
stea nier. 

During N'ovember lasi Captain Bon- 
ser made the Initial steamboat ascent 
of the south l"ork of the Eraser, this 
being lhe first occasion upon which 
such a voyage had been undertaken. 
He proceeded through the famous 
(Irand canyon, and reached Goal river, 
UtM> miles distant from Fort George. 
There he discharged nine tons of pro- 
visions for a Canadian Northern sur- 
vey party. Thence this freight was 
taken up the river to its ultimate des- 
tination hy a fleet of seven canoes, 
manned by twenty-one stalwart In- 
dian paddlers. The captain states that 
but for the low wator ho would have 
been able without especial difficulty 
to have reached. Tete Jaime Cache, 
only fifty miles from the JTollowheacJ 
Pass, the favored crossing of tho 
Rockies.

Ferry, Coast and Deep Watei 
Services to Be Vastly 
Increased 



ear will see the greatest ship 
Ding development in the history of tli«s 
port of Victoria. Not only will the 
coasting fleet be greatly increased, but 
■big- additions will be made to the oeea" 
lines and the home navy will have its 
beginnings at Esquimau where the 
naval station will be given over to the 
Dominion from the imperial Kov e r»- 
ment. Now wharves are to be built, 
harbor improvements carried out, and 
other developments are anticipated- 
The long-pending settlement or the 
pelagic sealing question is expected <-° 
bo reached before I he year is middle- 
aged, in the whaling Industry the ad- 
dition of four whalers is expected tt nd 
a new station will be opened at the 
south of the Queen Charlottes. The 
shipyards are expected to have a bu«' 
year, and it is not improbable that 
there will he considerable development 
. in this industry, possibly the establish- 
ment of yards by British shipbuilders 
In anticipation nf the naval construc- 
, tion on this coast, and, perhaps, the 
i location of a floating dock at Bsnui- 
malt. 

Unprecedented Advance 

In no year since the old Beaver pad- 
dled into the harbor with its oldtime 
fort ajid scattered Indian villages set 
about the frontier city that was Vic- 
toria then lias there been anything lj);e 
the advance in the shipping and kin- 
dred industries tiiat Is to be this y e ar.

The massacre by Solomon Islanders 
of Joseph Binskin a "d his family on 
the Island of Bagga, word of which 
was brought by the Aorangi, has a 
local interest for Captain Clayton, of 
Vancouver, was the murdered man's 
partner in the islands eleven years 
ago and Binskin saved his life. 

It win he remembered that Binskin, 
who was an oldtlme trader in the Solo- 
mons, married a native wife and had 
lived happi'.v for years. A few months 
ago the head hunters of the Solomons, 
led by the notorious chief Sito. swept 
down on Binskin's station and killed 
it|ie planter. Ills two little daughters' 
•aged five and nine, .were also slain and 
[Rrrs.'.B(risltln, who attempted to escape 
'jiff- sn 'im>"i n K was overtaken in the 
water ymd murdered. News of tlie 
( Qyt'gsa^cre vvas taken to the next station 
IjR, 8 Hajl ve 1,0 y who swam across the 
bay. '_ThlS chief Sito had made a Vow 
to ex-terminate all the white men mar- 
■ried. to, natives in the islands and their 
offering. 

Captain Olnyton. of Vancouver, for- 
merly an officer on the Aorangi, Was 
Binskin's partner some years ago and 
the two men were engaged in trading 
for copra, bechedemer, and other pro- 
ducts in the Solomon Islands. They 
traded among the islands in a ketch 
rigged vessel an d once when Binskin 
was away in the vessel Captain Clay- 
ton was stricken down with fever. The 
natives left him to die but a chief 
whoni the Partners had once picked 
up at S ea after lie had been driven off 
shore in his canoe by a storm, came 
to Captain Clayton's assistance anil 
managed to get him away Into the 
hills. When H] n .sl<in returned In. the 
ketch all traces of his partner had van- 
ished but he mating. .! to track him to 
the bin village, finding him at the 
point of death. With great difficulty 
he was brought tQ the coast and taken 
out to sea in tlie ketch, for the beat 
remedy for the island fever is to get 
offshore. Captain Clayton speedily re- 
covered owing to his partner's inces- 
sant attention. The news of Binskin's 
murder came as a great shock.

A dispute having arisen 
J between the company and tiie Chinese 
stonemasons, "lie workers quit and 
neither for love nor money was the 
Standard Oil company able' to find a 
single stone mason lo replace the 
strikers. In the end tin company had 
to give in."

A portion of the Canadian asbestos 
is of sufficiently high grade to be 
shipped crude, the greater part, bow- 
ever, Is crushed and has the llbro ex- 
tracted by special machinery. As yet 
a uniform system of classification has 

not I n adopted by the operating 

companies, but for statistical purposes 
the crude Is divided Into two classes, 
the mill fibre Into three grades, and 
short llbred, usbestlc a n d sand separ- 
ately classed.

The quantity of coke produced in 
Great Britain for the year 1908, now 
ascertained for the first time was 18,- 
537,468 long tons; of which li, 213,651 
tons were made In coke ovens and ",- 
323,817 tons at gas works. The coal 
used In making coke was 35.233,523 
tons, showing an >i"ernge consumption 
of 1,901 tons to the ton of coke. The 
total number of coke ovens In Great 
Britain is reported al 2G.214, of which 
19,178 are beehive ovens. The number 
of by-product ovens Is 6,736, of various 
types; the more Important as to num- 
ber being the Coppse, the Simon- 
Carves, the Otto-Hilgenstock and the 
Semet-Solway, in the order named.

There has been little variation In 
the output of chromitc In Canada dur- 
ing the last four years. According to 
the figures given by the department of 
mines, the total shipments in 190S 
were returned as 7,225 tons, valued at

centrates, valued at $45,300, and 3753 
tons of crude ore, valued at $30,708. 
The shipments in 1907 were 719G tons, 
valued at $72,901. The production in 
1906 was larger than for either one of 
these years, being given as 9035 tons, 
valued at $91)859. Figures giving the 
Imports of chromlte into the United 
States from Canada, however, show 
that more chromlte was produced than 
Is shown by the Canadian returns.

ESKIMO FUNERAL CUSTOMS 

The recently reported burial of skulls and 
bones of 1.200 long dead Kskimos in the lipis- 
copal burying ground at Point Barrow, Alas- 
ka, under the direction of Bishop I'. T. Rowe, 
may bring about a change in burial customs 
in the North. The skulls and bones were 
picked up on the surface of the ground just 
where the) were left, maybe a thousand years 
ago. 

All along the shores o| the Arctic from 
Cape Prince of Wales to Labrador and far in- 
to the untravelled interior tins apparently 
heartless custom of leaving the dead a pres- 
to wolves and half wolf dogs has prevailed 
from time immemorial. There is scarcely a

lined that has not 
of skulls.

There is nothing that im

work of the li\ ing. 

Tell vour h'.skimo guide that he should 
bury his dead and he will tell \ on that in 
summer water would come into the grave. 
Tell him thai in civilized lands ihcv some 
times cremate the dead and he will be horri- 
fied. As a matter of fact, the custom of !ca\ 
ing the dead on the \rctie hilltops to he the 
fi iod of -a age beast < is ual ural and unavoid- 
able. 

The digging of a gia\e in the far North, 
even in summer, with the tools possessed by 
the Kskimos. was mwi to impossible, for even 
in July lh< ground immediately beneath the 
moss (hat cover- the surface everywhere is 
frozen a- hard a- granite t" an unknown 
depth I'.vcn where underground ice is found 
the Eskimos would consider the making of a 
grave a useless expenditure of energy and at 
the same time a cruel proceeding, for tlx 
though! of ha\ ing lo lie m ice wan r is un 
bearable to an Kskimo. >. . their dead were 
left on the dry hilltops. 

Short Lived Grief. 

Although the dead are left on their inos.sy 
beds beneath the itnproteeting stars it uiu-l 
not be thought thai there is no sorrow when 
death vidt- an Kskimo village. There arc no 
more affectionate people in the world, this is 
the testimony of every one familinr with then- 
ways; but they typify the childhood of ihe 
race. Their grief, like that of children, is 
acute and is soon over with. 

Men, women and children sob when the 
eye of the sick person no longer responds to 
Ihe peculiar death test, and in the old davs 
their sorrow was doubly intense when at ihe 
request of the patient the end was hastened 
by a friendly thrust and the helpless sufferer 
was put out ol pain forever. Kor hall an hour 
the weeping may continue. Then the scene 
changes. 

The igloo is crowded with neighbors. 
(July the little corner in which the corpses lies 
is vacant. Outside there are. more people with 
dog sleds to which are harnessed the finest 
dogs in the village. Soon the corpse is car- 



ried out. and if a man it is placed upon the 
sled which was and, according to Eskimo eth- 
ics still is. his own. 

A small hoy runs ahead of the dead man's 
dog team with the cry. "Hak! Hak!" and the 
funeral procession j s instantly under way, A 
dozen dog sleds, with their ivory runners 
creaking in the cold, are flying over the snow. 
(>n they go, some behind, some ahead, some 
abreast of the improvised hearse. There is no 
svsicin. no precedence, no ceremony. It is 
too cold for ceremony, so on they fly. the sleds 
bumping and hounding aver the uneven sur- 
face of the snow . 

\i the top of some ridge maybe a mile 
from the village the cortege halts. The dead 
man is lifted from the sled and laid upon the 
snow. Clad in his every day garments of deer- 
skin and wrapped in a walrus skin shroud 
they leave him there with the friends who 
have gone before. His weapons, his sled ami 
all the personal properly that the communis 
tic society in which lie lived allowed him to 
possess arc lefl there beside him. 

Right then and there all mourning ceases 
There is not a dog in the Arctic thai does not 
know thai a funeral without a dog race would 
be a farce. Kvcry child, every malamoot pup 
in the village know-, that the team that wins 
this funeral race will win honor and frozen 
seal meat from every igloo. 

Dog Race After Funeral. 

Wmosi as soon as the body touches the 
ground t hey arc off. Across the tundra they 
fly. dogs, detached pups. men. women, chil- 
Iren and chief mourners, all racing and shout - 
ing frantically. The occasion is marked bv 
i i iiifusii in and v. dd hilarit v 

In this \ \ . i \ ihe \rctic ha- disposed of her 
dead for no one knows how many generations. 
There are no tearful dirges, no flowers strewn 
upon the newlv moulded graves. There is no 
attempt made to make the occasion impres- 
sive, no atietnpi to perpetuate the memory ol 
anv one. In the wild excitement of the race 
the sorrow of these childlike people has faded 
away. 

Among the white bone? thai glisten on a 
thousand northern hills may he found the 
relics of the Arctic race. ( kid tools are there 
fashioned out ol flint and slate or beautifully 
polished jade or ivory. Odd bows and arrow s 
that have rotted / way in the grip of dead 
men's hands, uonderliii ivory and copper 
-pear heads, and all the weapons that were 
once scattered upon Arctic battlefields were 
left within reach of the hands that shaped 
them during life. Stone pans that served as 
seal oil lamps are there, and odd, wooden ves- 
sels that served as drinking cups before the 
ships came in from the mysterious distance 
carrying tin and granite waie. 

No monuments mark the resting place of 
the dead, bill often the great ribs of the whale 
are seen standing here and there above the 
skulls of those who some time in die years 
gone by were doubtless famous harpooners. 

Before civilization reached out into the 
.Arctic no Kskimo was ever known to steal 
one of these relics from their dead, but civiliza- 
tion brought new standards of right and 
wrong. It was soon found that those relics 
could be bartered with the white men for all 
kinds of things that were new and strange in 



the north, and so the robbery of the dead be- 
gan. 

Every year. now these hilltops yield a revenue 
to the living. Even the bones of the dead are 
not immune from the vandalism of modern 
commerce and oh. several occasions small boys 
have clambered on board ships bearing in 
their hands the skulls of their own ancestors, 
which they offered to sell. 

; 

RUSSIA'S DEN OF FORTY THIEVES 

Now awaiting their trial in Moscow prisons 
are the two leaders and one hundred and fifty 
members of the biggest band of railway 
thieves Europe ever has seen. 'They worked 
chiefly in the South of Russia, and had no less 
than four hundred accomplices, of whom the 
larger half were well dressed, plausible women. 
Their aim was, not to rob passengers, but 
freight trains and H-gage vans, and so suc- 
cessful were they that since the foundation of 
the gang, four years ago. they have been spir- 
iting away goods to the annual value of more 
t ban S ^,000,000. 

If it were not for the letter one of them 
wrote to a newspaper, and the policeman. Do- 
tolenko, who watched the writer of the letter 
until he caught him making up imitation con- 
signments, they might have been going on 
now. Several policemen were in their pay, but 
Dotolciiko refused to be bribed, and by his 
honesty and perseverance did much to run the 
thieves to earth. 'Their impudence and cool- 
ness wei'e the chief reasons for the success 
they so long enjoy ed. 

'Their organization was well managed. It 
consisted id' two leaders — Sokolow and Pie- 
trenko, who. being employed as track engin- 
eers, knew the ins and outs of the railroad 
business. I'nder their guidance the band or- 
ganized a number of departments, of which 
the chief was the intelligence department, 
which informed them when and where goods 
of value were being sent. 'The chief workers in 
Warsaw were well-dressed women, who used 
to go into the big shops and warehouses, and. 
under pretext of having some trifles they had 
bought there sent well packed, would' ask 
questions which led to their getting all the in- 
formation they wanted. 'These women worked 
chiefly in St. Petersburg. Warsaw. Moscow 
and Odessa. When they heard that some val- 
uable goods were sent from Odessa to the Cau- 
casus, for instance, they would telegraph to 
the nearest "agent" at Tiflis, who, if necessary, 
would ride to the station on a motor-cycle in 
order to get the things in time. Very often the 
same goods were sent back to Odessa, when' 
the band had large warehouses under the name 
oi some fictitious firm. So tjuickly were the 
goods stolen ami sent to the various ware- 
houses in all the big cities that even such 
things as fancy goods which fade and go out 
of fashion quickly were sold, as their books 
show, tor as good prices as were originally 
asked by the makers. 

'The thieves bad a special telegraphic code, 
which was changed twice a year, and when the 
goods were found in the St. Petersburg ware- 
houses invoices and bills () f lading exactly imi- 
tating the regulation forms issued bv the rail- 
ways were found. Another important branch 
was the so-called "railway department." 
which, needless lo say. included shipping 
clerks at the chief railway stations. 'The de- 
spatch oi goods is v cry slow in Russia. Before 
all the formalities are over and a freight train 
is at liberty to take the stuff several davs and 
even weeks must elapse. The goods, packed 
and labelled, arc placed in railway warehouses 
to w inch tin- shipping clerks have entrance. 

( 'lie strange story is told of one of the wo- 
■'pit's She had scraped acquaintance 
with a young manager of a forwarding house 
in Moscow and used to meet him at cafes, res 
laurants and places of amusement. One ilav 
he went to a public telephone and as he was 
about to oc connected a voice said : I s thai the 
police station'-" Acs." answered the youth, 
half in fun. 'To In- surprise the answer was 
taken seriously and the voice at the other end 
gav e orders i hat the police should search a 
certain flat in i he next street. 'Tin- name and 
address given were those of the lady the vouth 
had been friendly with. Little guessing that 
she w as of ihe thieves' band he immediatel \ 
went in tell her w hat he had heard, ami. 
thinking that she had been dabbling in politics, 
advised her to burn all compromising papers 
before the police discovered their mistake and 
came I., search. W hen he called again later in 
the day he found ihe bird had flow n. warned 
by him. I he police had been suspicious of her 
and he had helped her to rob his ow n firm and 
get oft scot free. 

A 1500-MILE CRUISE ON AN ICE FLOW 
IN THE ARCTIC 

Not all the Arctic adventure is connected 
with expeditions in search of ihe pole-. W hen 
the great howhead whale with their wealth of 
bone began passing northward early in April 
the Cape Smith Whaling and Trading com- 
pany ol Barrow sent lack lladley out on ihe 
ice floe, which fringed the -shore for ten miles 
or more out to sea. I lc had under his direction 
lour great skin whaleboats and thirty native-. 

Two of ihe canoes were --cut down the edge 
1 if the ice in search of favorable blow bights or 
places where whales were likely to rise to the 
surface. On April 23 ihose who remained w ith 
lladley set off signals announcing the killing 
of a whale. 'There was no response cither from 
the other whalers or from the shore and a mes- 
senger was hastened shoreward for dog teams. 

The thermometer was 30 below zero and a 
blizzard was raging. Nevertheless the niagui 
fieent head of lite whale was made fast with 
tackle and raised up on the ice. where the work 
of cutting the bone from the jaws was begun. 

Within an hour the messenger returned 
with startling news. 'The piece of shore ice 
upon which they were working had broken 
away from the parent ice and had drifted so far 
to sea that neither the shore nor the ice, that 
fringed it could be seen through the rifts of the 
storm. 



Between the whalers and home there 
plunged a storm tossed sea on which a boat 
could not be launched, for the detached pieces 
of ice which raced before . the gale would 
smash the stoutest boat.' For days the storm 
continued, and lladley with fourteen natives, 
one of whom was a woman, drifted helplessly 
northward Into die heart of the Arctic. In 
spue of the fact that the wind was from the 
east, they continued northward until lladley 
estimated that they were in latitude 76, with 
the sea comparatively open. 

'Then they drifted to the westward and af- 
ter hardships in working their vvay r over and 
through the young ice which had formed 
around the edge of the ice cake upon which 
they had drifted so far. they succeeded in 
launching their boats. Around them towered 
great blue-green icebergs and they were in 
constant danger of being crushed. 'Twice they 
found themselves hemmed in by the ice pack 
and were compelled to drag their boats for 
days over the surface of the pack. 

'ITtcv continued to work - their way south- 
ward until one day when in the latitude of ley- 
Cape they heard somewhere off through ihe 
wintry sea haze the deep detonations of bomb 
guns used in whaling. 'This gave them hope 
at last and they made every effort lo reach the 
shore only to be again driven upon a piece of 
floating ice and carried further to sea than 
e ver. 

'They were now far enough to the south to 
enable lladley. who is an old seaman, to make 
daily observations when the suit shone at noon. 
When they again launched their boats ami 
started homeward they were so far to the west 
and south that Siberia w as. only a few miles he- 
low them, although having no maps or charts 
they did not know that land was so near. 

Paddling and sleeping by turns they again 
began lo work their way homeward. Now and 
then they shot a seal as it came up to breathe 
and once they feasted on bear steak : but there 
were starving times when they struggled in 
famished misery for days against the wind and 
the ocean drift. 

On May 25 the rocky promontory of Cape 
Lisbourne was seen in the mirage, about 
eighty miles away. On the morning of the 
26th they landed. 'They were more than 300 
miles from home and as near as can be reck- 
oned they had travelled more than 1.500 miles 
through an ocean which is popularly believed 
to be a solid mass of ice. 

'There were many days when ihe waves 
rolled beneath the biting air without more 
than two or three pieces of ice in sight any- 
where. Mr. lladley kept a log in which a re- 
cord of soundings, latitude, longitude and 
other scientific data may be found along with 
the story of their great light for life. 

Although every resident of Arctic Alaska 
knows'that the ice that stretches off 011 the 
wintry horizon is constantly breaking open in- 
to leads, yet it was never before demonstrated 
that the Arctic ocean far from shore even. dur- 
ing the intense cold of frigid winter is a com- 
paratively open sea through which move great 
continents of floating ice. which ai times are 
broken to fragments or are tossed into moun- 
tain masses by the combined forces of the 
storm and the 1 tcean currents.

Dante was born in 1265, arid" died in 1321. 
Of his early life \vc know comparatively little 
except that he was born in Florence of well- 
to-do parents. When he grew to manhood he 
took some part in the councils of the stale, 
and married Gemma dei Donati', of whom 
nothing whatever is known. 'I 'his great poet's 
life was, given at length in these columns, so 
details will not now be gone into. We are all 
more or less familiar with his love story 
which has become more famous probably than 
any other in the world and to which we arc 
indebted for some of the most sublime poetry 
and philosophy that was ever written.. From 
the philosophy we now quote: 

The Consolation of Philosophy. 
W hen the first delight of my soul w as 
lost — I remained pierced with such affliction 
that no comfort availed me. Nevertheless 
alter some time, my mind, whirl' was endeav- 
oring to heal itself, undertook. ce neither 
my own nor other's consoling a> .ded, to turn 
to the mode which other comfortless ones had 
adopted for their consolation. And I set my- 
self to reading that book of Boetius' not 
known to many in which a prisoner and an 
exile consoled himself. And as it sometimes 
happens that a man goes seeking silver, and 
beyond his expectation finds gold, which a 
hidden occasion affords, not perchance with- 
out Divine guidance, so 1, who was seeking 
10 console myself, found not only relief for 
my tears, hut the substance of knowledge 
and of books reflecting upon which. I came 
to t lie conclusion that Philosophy, who was 
the lady of these authors, this knowledge and 
these books, was a supreme thing. And I 
imagined her as having the features of a 
gentle lady; and I could not imagine hey in 
any but a compassionate act; wherefor my 
sense so willingly admired her in truth, that 
I could hardly turn it from her: And after 
this imagination I began to go then- where 
she displayed herself truly, that is to say, In 
the school of the religious, and to the dispu- 
tations of the philosophers, so that in a short 
time, perhaps thirty months, I began to feel 
so much of her sweetness that the love of her 
chased away every other thought. 

The Desire of the Soul. 
The supreme' desire of everything, and 
that first given by Nature, is to return to its 
source; aud'^since Gbd is the source of our 
souls, and -maker (if them in llis own likeness, 
as is written, "Let us make man in our image, 
after' our likeness" to llim this soul desires 
above all to return. And as ;t pilgrim, w ho 
goes along a.' road on which he never was he- 
fore, thinks every house he sees afar off to be 
his inn, and not finding ii so, directs his trust 
to the next, and thus from house to house till 
he comes to the inn. so our soul at oner. 011 
entering the new and untried road of this life, 
turns her eyes to the goal of the supreme 
good, and therefore whatever thing she -<■(■., 
which seems to have in it some good, >he be- 
lieves to be that. And because her knowledge 
at first is imperfect, not being experienced or 
instructed, small goods seem to her great, 
therefore she begins by desiring them. Where 
fore we see children exceedingly desiring an 
apple: and then proceeding further, desire a 
little bird: and further still a beautiful tree, 
and then a horse, and then a woman, and then 
riches not great, and then greater and then as 
great as can he. And this because in none of 
these things does she find what she is seeking 
and she trusts to find it farther on. 

Truly this way ^ lost by error as the roads 
of earth are; lor as from one city to another 
there is of necessity one best and straightcst 
way, and another that .always leads away from 
it, that is, one that goes in another direction, 
and man}' others, some less diverging, and 
some approaching less near, •■<> iu human life 
are divers roads, of which one is I he truest 
and another the most deceitful, and certain 
ones less deceitful, and others less true. And 
as we see that which goes straightcst to the 
city fulfills desire, and give-- repose after 
weariness, and that w hich goes contran never 
fulfils it. and can never give repose, s ( i it 
falls out in our life: the good traveller ar- 
rives at the goal and repose, the mistaken 
never arrives there, but w ith such weariness of 
hi- mind, looks ever forward with greedy 
eyes. 

ddie noble soul m old age returns to God 
a- to thai port whence she set forth on ihe 
sea of life. And just a- to him who comes 
from a long journey, before he enters into the 
gate of his city, the citizens (hereof go forth 
lo meet him. so the citizens of eternal life go 
to meet the immortal soul; and they do so 
through her good deed- and contemplations: 
for having now rendered herself to Cud, ami 
withdrawn herself from worldly affairs and 
thought, she seems to see those she believes 
to be nigh unto God. Hear what Tally says 
in the person of the good Cato, "With ardent 
zeal I lifted myself up to see your lathers 
whom 1 had loved and not them only, but al- 
so those of w hom I had heard speak." The 
noble soul then at this age renders herself to 
Cod and awaits the end of life with greni de- 
sire; and it seems to her that she is leaving 
the road and returning to her own house, ii 
seems to her that she is leaving the road and 
returning to the city, it seems to her that she 
is leaving the- sea and returning to port. And 
also the Noble Soul at this age blesses the 
past times, and well may she bless them, he- 
cause revolving them through her memory 
she recalls her right deeds, without which she 
could not arrive with such great riches or 
great gain at the port to which she is ap- 



proaching. And she does like the good mer- 
chant, who when be draws near his port, ex- 
amines his getting, and says. Had 1 not pass- 
ed along such a way, 1 could not have this 
treasure, nor have gained that which 1 may 
enjoy in my city to which I am drawing near. 
Ariel therefor he blesses the way which he has 
come. 



BOOKS OF THE WEEK REVIEWED. 

"Through the Wall," 

Bv Cleveland Moffett. — Copp, Clark Co.. 
Toronto. 

This; is one of the best stories of its kind 
that has been written for a long time. Thece 
is not a dull page in it from start to finish, 
and the interest increases as the tale winds 
on. The reader is kept in a slate of suspense 
until the last chapter, when the denouement 
comes as a surprise. Coqucnil is an admir- 
able character, strong, clearly delineated, al 
ways consistent, the best type oi detective 
Since Conan Doyle gave us Sherlock Holmes, 
and lie is more human than olmes, a thor- 
oughly likable sympathetic character, capable 
of boundless courage and infinite tenderness. 
There is a love story weaving a thread 
of romance through the narrative, and many 
another good character besides Coqucnil. 
But the detective is the one win c career we 
follow with breathless interest, rejoicing at 
the last, when, after a series of terrible ad- 
ventures and hairbreadth escapes, he figures in 
the final scene, broken and pale with suffer- 
ing, but supremely triumphant. And that 
last scene is an intensely dramatic one ; se) is 
the one that precedes it, for that matter, and 
a number of others. 

The story is concerned w ith a inurdeY that 
takes place in one of the most fashionable ho- 
tels of Paris. Martinez, a noted billiard play- 
er, is found shot in one of the private dining 
rooms, whither he had gone with a young 
and lovch woman. Suspicion, by an intri- 
cate scries of events, fastens itself upon young 
Kittridge. an American living i nl'aris. whence 
he had followed the woman who was Martin- 
ez' companion. Kittridge had previously led a 
rather wild life, but when the story opens he 
is in love with Alice, a lovely girl, a lovely 
girl, who sells candies and relics in the cath- 
edral oi Notre Dame and he has been brought 
to see the error of his ways, and is doing the 
best he can to atone fur past miA.eeds. Mis 
is a very attractive personality, and wins the 
reader's sympathy at once. About Alice there 
is a profound mastery which no one seems 
able to solve, least of all Alice herself, who, 
though normal in every other way, has lost 
her memory of all things which occurred in 
her girlhood. 

Coqucnil goes on the murder case, and per- 
ceives at once that, though every evidence 
goes to prove Kittredgc's guilt, the young 
man is wholly innocent. The detective, who 
has won an enviable reputation for un- 
exampled sagacity and valor, is making re- 
markable headway in proof of his theory, 
when, for no apparent reason, his chief tells 
him regretfully that orders have come to him 
to ask Coquelin to resign from tlx- force. The 
order has come nominally from the prefet dc 
police, but has been issued i" -''cordance w ith 
the wishes of one in vet higher authority, 
whose name is kept a secret. And it is this 
person whom Coquelin suspects of the crime. 
Furthermore it is thi.s person's identity which, 
in spite of the fact that Coqueuil has been 
practically discharged from the force, he yet 
sets himself to discover. I lav ing discovered 
it. after endangering his |jf c a half-dozen 
limes, he follows his man. watches his oppor 
Utility, and finally by a v ery clev er coup d'etat 
manages to arrest him. The judges, ignorant 
oi the rank of the prisoner, who has a do/en 
different disguises, put him through the hor- 
rors of (be third degree, prove his guilt to a 
practical certainty, when an order come- from 
the Prime Minister himself that the new su, 
pect be at uncc, and unconditionally released. 

.Meantime Kitlrcdgc is coni:..itted for trial. 
Alice, who is bound up with the real murderer 
in some mysterious way, disappears, ihe 
beautiful companion of the murdered man 
confesses | (;) all she knows, which is very little 
and thai little only disconcerting to the prin 
cipal issue, and everything seems inextricabh 
confused. But Coquenil unravels and smooths 
out the mystery, then 111 turn finds himself 111 
the hands of the murderer, who 1^ one of die 
most powerful ami the richest man 111 France, 
Baron de Hcildclmann Bruck, who practic- 
ally rules every official 111 high office, and die 
tales the country's policy. Needless to say, 
the killing of Martinez was but one 111 a long 
-eric- of crimes for which the baron is n - 
sponsible. This is the manner in which (he 
great detective is finally made prisoner by the 
baron — he has discovered and is reading the 
hitter's incriminating diarj in the baron's 
house, where he has been masquerading a - a 
servant, and is oblivious to everything when a 
harsh v oice broke in upon him.

"Stradella." the lasl story written before 
hi- death, is m Mr. Crawford's happiest vein. 
I .ike on isl of his uov els. ihe scene is laid in 
Italy, and in this ea-c one nl Ihe I1H >sl pictur- 
esque and romantic parts of Italy, far-lamed 
and beautiful Venice. The time of the story is 
three I m 1 nlred or more years ago, w hen far dii- 
lerent manners and customs prevail than prc- 
v ail h ida\ . w ben. f >r instance, it was c< m- 
-idered quite permissible, in fact nothing out 
' ' ' the ordinary, for the Senator Michele Pag- 
naver, aged fifty, to contemplate marrying his 
niece Ortensia, and upon her seventeenth 
birthday to inform her of the fact, and pre- 
sent her with the famil \ jewels, Ortensia, like 
all young and virtuous \ enetian girls of three 
hundred years ago, never thought of question- 
ing Ihe right of her uncle to dictate to her. and 
accepted the situation as irrevocable, trying to 
overcome ihe natural repugnance she felt at 
ihe thought .1" lu-r future relations with her 
aged relative.

EMMA EAMES. 

Emma Fames was born in Shanghai, where 
her father practiced law in the international 
courts. She spent her childhood in Bath, 
Maine. Her mother was an excellent musician, 
with a very fine voice, and taught singing in 
Portland, Maine. She gave her daughter les- 
sons, but would nut permit her to begin her 
study until she was fifteen years old, claiming 
that to practice too young in life was to put 
too great a strain upon the voice when it was 
in the formation process. As Emma's voice 
developed, her mother decided not to take 
the responsibility of training her. She also 
forbade her to sing at concerts or private 
musicalcs, and sent her to Boston, where she 
was placed under Miss Mtinger. At this time. 
Professor Paine, of Harvard, was lecturing on 
old church music, and .Miss Fames was select- 
ed by him to illustrate his lectures. This she did 
by singing the simple and full notes of the 
ancient hymns, and she herself says ii was tin- 
best exercise for the voice she ever had. Later 
she sang in a church. .After three years in 
Boston, she went to I'aris, where she studied 
with Marchesi. Alter two years she was asked 
to sing the pari of Juliette, in Gounod's "Romeo 
et Juliette," ami although Madame Marchesi 
taught her the score, and Gounod himself 
coached her, she was finally rejected on the 
ground thai her high notes were nut well 
placed and were not altogether agreeable. She 
herself, though greatly disappointed, admitted 
I hat under Marchcsi's instruction, her voice 
had grown heavier and less flexible. From 
Paris she. went to Brussels, where she was 
again refused an engagement. Returning to 
Paris, she was given the leading role in "Tra- 
v data," only u> have, it taken from her. Then 
she was cast lor the soprano part in "Pes 
Pecheurs des Pedes," only to be again rejected. 
She was at this time under contract to M. 
Pavery. of the Theatre Comique, and was 
paid, although she did not sing. She insisted 
upon the cancellation of this contract, and im- 
mediately thereafter appeared at the Grand 
Opera House as Juliette She made such an 
impression that Sir Augustus Harris tele- 
graphed to her offering any salary in reason 
dial she might name, whereupon the directors 
of the Opera doubled the salary, they had pre 
mised her. She appeared in London in Lohen- 
grin in 1891 . At this time she married Julian 
Story, and it is interesting to mention that the 
only person she took into her confidence, for 
the marriage was to lie kept secret, was King 
Edward, then Prince of Wales. Her career 
litis been a v ery great success, especially iu 
Wagnerian roles, although she says that' her 
voice has a tendency to grow heavy in such 
singing as they require. She is very careful 
as to what she sings, and frequently has re- 
jected parts after trying them. Sometimes 
she declines all engagements, and rests at her 
villa, near Vallambrosa. Italy, which is high 
on a mountain side. In this quiet home, she 
studies and practices, and she declares that she 
intends yet to achieve fame in roles which she 
has not yet essayed. Her success is said, by 
one- who knows her well, lo depend upon her 
conscientious dev otion to her art, her remark- 
aide musical intuition, her personal beauty, and 
her rich and powerful voice. Apparently, if 
one may judge from her career, her voice is 
not very strong in the sense that it can be eas- 
ily ov cr-workecl. 



MUSICAL NOTES 

One of the most 'interesting personalities in 
the musical world today is the little Russian 
pianist Tina Lerner. Not only is she an .artist 
of rare ability, but. she possesses very excep- 
tional beauty of face and figure. She is only 
nineteen years of age, and was married about 
six months ago, spending her honeymoon in 
England, where her charming manner, her 
lovely face and, most of all, her wonderful 
playing made her a host of friends. Her rise 



to fame is described as meteoric, for she won 
recognition upon her first appearance in Am- 
erica, about two years ago, and she now very 
justly claim the place of the foremost of 
woman pianists in this country. Her playing 
is described as a wonderful example of tech- 
nique and beautiful touch. Her rendition of 
Chopins* masterpieces is particularly happy 
always, and she invests it with something ot- 
her own individuality. Moreover, though so 
3'oung, she plays witjl great power and im- 
pressiveness those passages which call for such 
qualities. 

She was born at Odessa, in the south of 
Russia, in June, 1890, and very early gave c\ i- 
dence of pronounced musical proclivities. Her 
father gave her every advantage, with the re- 
sult that she completed the nine years' course 
iu the Philharmonic Conservatory at Moscow 
in five years, and graduated with high honors. 
She appeared as a soloist when only fifteen. 
After her American season is over Miss Lerner 
will go to Berlin, where she will henceforth 
make her home. 



Some idea of the cost of running a theatre 
may be gained from the following account of 
the amount expended by the Metropolitan 
Opera House in New York. For this season 
the new scenery alone represents a cost of $10,- 
000 a week. The orchestra costs from $6,000 
to 87,000 a week. It is necessary to spend 
almost 84,000 a week on the chorus, while the. 
t-oloists demand on an aggregate about 840,000 
weekly, the conductors getting S^.ooo a week 
besides. During a successful run. the theatre 
derives an income from the performances of 
SOo.ooo a week, apart from the Sunday night 
concerts, which bring in a few thousand more. 



Isadora Duncan is very much disappointed 
with the reception given her in America by tile 
leaders of the art world, though she confesses 
that the public in general gave her splendid 
support. She has just gone to Egypt with her 
brother and his daughter, the daughter being 
a very apt pupil of the famous terpsichorca'u 
artist. While there she intends to continue 
her studies id - the ancient classic dances, and 
will probably introduce something new when 
she returns to London. She likes London, 
where, she says, she i'md^ much more sym- 
pathy than in America, and may decide not to 
return to the latter country at all. 



Just why Doctor Maragc, the famous 
French scientist, has tried to preserve the 
bark of a dead dog, is beyond conjecture, but 
he has tried and with success, and has proved 
that by the application of electricity certain 
muscles in the throat of a defunct canine can 
be acted upon so as to produce a bark. Where 
this discovery may lead to is hard to imagine, 
but we can fancy all sorts of amazing, not to 
say gruesome, possibilities. 

Most of us will agree that Lydia Lipkow- 
ska is rigin when she says that women singers 
are hampered by ait unnecessary amount of 
clothing, lor it is quite plain to even the total- 
ly uninitiated that any compression of the 
muscles must tend to reduce the strength of 
the tone, by retarding breath development. 
But most of us will not Unhesitatingly accept 
her doctrine that female vocalists 'should go 
barefoot. "Discard the stockings with the cor- 
set,' she says, "and you will derive inestimable 
benefit." She litis the courage of her convic- 
tions, and goes stockinglcss inost of the time 
except in public.

Times: "I must enter a caveat against the 
advice given to a singer in your columns to 
pronounce the T in 'wind' long, even when.it 
rhymes with 'mind.' it is merely an eye- 
rhyme, like many others in English poetry."

Is as well to put on record that so complete a 
master of the sound qualities of the English 
language as the late Lcffd Tennyson protested 
strongly to me against thi.s destruction by 
singers oi the characteristic short T in 'wind.' 
adding that they make it sound like winding 
up a clock, instead of a rushing, mighty 
w-i-nnnd.' The rhyme has nothing to do with 
it. 'Storm' rhymes to 'worm.' but no one 
would advance that reason lor pronouncing il: 
'sttirm.' it has been a task of such difficulty 
and persistent reiteration to eliminate this mis- 
pronunciation of 'wind' by singers, both solo 
and choral, throughout the country, that [ 
must join issue with your critics support of the 
fallacy as strongly as J endorse his plea for 
preserving the multifarious qualities of the 
English vowel 'a'."

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BEGINNING OF HISTORY 

Thei'd arc some person.S many, perhaps, 
who view with disapproval any attempt to fix 
historical dates at a period P ri «r to 4004 B.C., 
the date assigned by Archbishop L'sher to the 
creation of the world. A correspondent favors 
ns witli a letter, which We print today, in which 
he attempts to show dial 6.037 years only 
have elapsed since the world was formed. As 
the object of this series ol articles is not' to en- 
gage in controversy " n any subject, but only 
to assist persons, interested hi such questions, 
who may not have aceess to histories or books 
of reference, it is proper to say a few words on 
the subject ,,f hiblical chronology, hi the first 
place, it may be said that the Bible docs not 
profess to Ik a history of the work!, and does 
not profess to establish any system of chron- 
ology, the honk of Genesis and elsewhere 
there is a more or less definite effort to trace 
the geriealogv of a certain famih ; but in read- 
ing this we have to ' )C Ur in wind thai we do 
not know what the original writer meant by 
the term translated "year.' The year, 
as we understand it. is a very 
modern division ol time. \gam, there 
are three tests of the Scriptures, the He- 
brew, the Samaritan a,1 d the Septuagint. No 
one can pretend in say which ( .f these is the 
must reliable, ami in respect to periods of time, 
they are hopelessly discordant. As many as 
three hundred different efforts have been made 
to establish a chronology from the I'oble. They 
varv in the supposed 'bate oi the Creation from 
3483 IV.C. to t x jcS_| |',.C Archbishop l'sher in 
A.D. 1 650 estimated 4°o_| as the correct num- 
ber, and it has been generally adopted by pub- 
lishers of the Bible when they have printed 
dates on the margin "f the pages: but it is 
wholly without any authority that any one is 
under' the slightest obligation to accept, it 
is, however, useful for the purposes of com- 
parison, if we see fi' to assign Creation the 
beginning of history to any date we may 
(dioose. we have a starting point from which 
subsequent dates can be fixed in relation to 
each other. 

The desirability fixing, the lime when 
anything occurr d" by reference to something 
that had previously occurred does not seem to 
have suggested itself to the historians of an- 
tiquity. They would sp ca k "t a thing as oc- 
curring in the year when a certain other event 
happened, and thev were careful to preserve 
the sequence of events. The first person, so 
far as we know, to establish an era was Nc- 
bonassar. who achieved the brief independ- 
ence of Babvlon from the .Assyrians. This has 
been fixed by astronomical calculations at 747 
li. C. The i5abylom ar >s and Assyrians were, 
however, given to recording astronomical data 
in connection with events, and by reference 
to these it is possible with something like ac- 
curacy to trace the history of those people for 
more than 3.0130 years before Christ, and thus 
we get a basis for the calculations of yet more 
ancient events. There are other tests to which 
reference will be made later. A very interest- 
ing discovery wa s made i n Egypt in a papyrus, 
which mentioned the rising of Sirius, or the 
Hog Star, in connection with an inundation of 
the Nile. Calculation shows tins to have taken 
place about 1S75 I.5.C. and this is the earliest 
date that has been fixed with anything like 
certainty. This was in the time of what is 
known as the Twelfth Dynasty, and il affords 
a point from which reckoning can be made 
both backwards and forwards with sonic ap- 
proach to accuracy. 

The date of the earliest civilization in the 
Babylonian country is approximated by refer- 
ence to the alluviaf deposits formed by the Eu- 
phrates and the Tigris, and the Karuu, which 
is a river flowing from the highlands of Persia. 
These rivers carry an immense quantity of silt 
with them, and land is forming at the head of 
the Persian Gulf at the rate of about too feet 
a year. The steadiness n f this accumulation 
of silt is establish,. ,1 historically for a period 
of 2,000 year- Charax, founded by Alexander 
the (.real, was only a mile from the sea; ; t is 
now 47 miles inland. With this accumulation 
a- a measure of time 'he astronomical calcula- 
tions based 011 the Era of N'abonassar have 
been tested and found I" tally with it. and pur- 
suing tlii> system of inquiry, h has been , -tah- 
lished u ith e\ cry ljkclihi „,d 1 if approximate ac- 
curacy, that there were civilized people living 
in the Mesopotamia!) »''dfc\ between 0000 111', 
and 7000 11. C. I r oi the Chaldccs, from which 
\brahain came, was originally situated on the 
sea shore. P. is n,,w ! -2o miles inland. If we 
had only one set of data from which to infer the 
time when events occurred in the remote pa-t, 
there might be reason f, , r declining to accept 
the conclusion of investigators as even ap- 
proximately correct: bin when vve find that, 
calculating from a variety ,,f data, the same, or 
very nearly the same conclusions are reached, 
we arc safe in assuming them lobe very nearly 
correct. Indeed, except during the past five 
or sj x hundred year-, it is impossible to place 
any date in history with absolute certaintv. 

While speaking nt the mean- whereby re- 
mote periods are determined, it ma y be well 
to mention how. in some cases, prehistoric 
dales are approximated as far as they relate 
10 primitive man. One method j s to estimate 
the time necessary for the formation of stalac- 
tites and stalagmites in caves. A stalactite 
is a deposit of carbonate of I hue hanging front 
the roof of a cave, and formed as an icicle is 
formed; a stalagmite i s a corresponding de- 
posit on the floor of the cave- Water, carrying 
carbonate of lime in solution, triclcels through 
the' roof of the cave very slowly. As il is 
evaporated, it leaves Hie lime behind it. By 
watching the growths ,,f these deposits, it is 
possible to come pretty close t,, the length of 
time required to form them, assuming the 
rate of deposit to have been uniform, as 
jt would have to be. for tjie formation could 



not have got before the stalactites wd'C forVnc.d. 
for it would then wash jway the deposit. 
If human remains were found imbedded U1 
stalagmites, or in places where they c puld 
not have got before the stalacttes \ v e.r e formed, 
the time when they were left 'here SGulcl be 
approximated. There are other methods of a 
similar nature. Perhaps it might be well 
to close this article on ancient dates l )V the 
following from the Scientific American : 

"In February; 1909. the skull of one of "ttr 
most ancient known ancestors y' :ls found 
at Chapelle aux Saints, in tbe French 
department of the Cbrreze. hi September a 
nearly complete skeleton f approximately 
equal antiquity was exhumed at Ecras s j c , in 
the department of Dordog n c. by pr. Capitan 
and M. Pcyrony. The strata which covered 
the skeleton were absolutely intact, and the 
exhumation was performed so carefully that 
the bones were revealed in the precise posi- 
tions in whcli they were bud to rest, at least 
jo.ooo years ago. This i s the fj,-st instance 
in which so ancient a skeleton- found, in such 
well-marked and indisputable geological sur- 
roundings, has been photographed at Hie mo- 
ment of exhumation, and before i' hits been 
disturbed. 

The region surrounding Eerrassie is pecu- 
liarly rich in prehistoric human regains and 
documents. Ten miles eastward :, te the 
famous ca\ es of Eyzies, vvhevp. the oldest 
known drawings on bone, iyory" and horn were 
discovered nearly fifty years ago. In the 
neighboring cave of t'ro MaiT'io,,' [.artet and 
Christy, in 1858. discovered portions of five 
skeletons and two skulls, which l la yc recently 
been determined to have belonged fO the Aur- 
ignacian race, ;i less ancient race than 'be 
Neanderthal, to which the Corrc zc skull and 
the Eerrassic skeleton appear to belong, 'flic 
same region includes the terraces ,,f Mbmstier, 
where chipped flint tools of peculiar ch; lra cter 
were found in 1863. The name \Ion ste riau 
has been given to the perioil of th eSc tools, 
which succeeded the acheulean and ' ls prede- 
cessor, the chcllean the most ancient division 
of the quaternary. Relics u f the cav L "-d\vellers 
have been found at various other points j„ the 
vicinity. 

This region ha.- yielded, and wd ! continue 
to yield, more human documents than tniy 
other part of France, for the following rea- 
sons: During the Moiisterian period u f the 
stone age. the region was covered w jth prairies 
and forests and abounded i n horses, cattle and 
deer, which, with the fish of the y c /- c }y River 
and its tributaries, furnished a plentiful food 
supply. Probably reindeer cu uhl a l s o be found 
on the hills. Furthermore, the river valleys 
are bordered by chalk cliffs and terraces, often 
overhanging, and Honeycombed w' tn caves, 
hollows and fissures, which formed excellent 
.shelters. The deeper caves seem to nave been 
reserved for funereal and rcligi°Us U SCs . while 
savages dwelt in the shallower c» v es and. 
especially, beneath overhanging cliffs in front 
of which' screens of boughs were constructed. 
A region which offered such advantages in re- 
gard' to food and shelter must have beo t , very 
popular in a primitive age. 

On the other hand, it is certain that the 
general topography of the region has under- 
gone little change since the Monsteri* 111 period. 
No geological convulsion has occurred. The 
principal change is the deepening of th val- 
ley by about thirty feet, and this has f u rther 
isolated the land at the has e of the c'> f f. which 
was already well protected against inundation. 
Men doubtless dwelt on t he plain- also, in 
those remote times, but all vestig C s ><\ them 
and their works have been destroyed °'" wash- 
ed away by fh >ods. 

Finally, all bodies buried in places distant 
from human habitations were quickly devoured 
bv the hyenas which then abounded'' 11 France, 
and during the centuries that followed, the 
pick and the plowshare completed the destruc- 
tion of the few bones that remained- This is 
the explanation of the exceedingly rare occur- 
rences of very ancient human bones in most 
regions and their comparative abundance in 

I Jordogne. 

The Eerrassic skeleton was discovered i" 
the course of exploring a mass of debris abom 
100 feet long, sloping upward from '''c road 
to a low chalk cliff rising a few yards above 

II The width of the mass varied from p to 
i«i feet and its height, at the cliff, from 15 to ,V> 
feet. The appearance of the superficial layer 
and the fissures of the cliff indicate'' the fall 
of an overhanging cliff, which should have 
formed an extensive shelter at a much earlier 
epoch. As this view w as confirmed by t] u . dis- 
covery of chipped flints w here the edge of the 
mass was cut by the road, explorations were 
undertaken several years ago. bin nothing ol 
especial importance was unearthed Until re- 
cently. The excavation was begun by digging 
a broad trench from the road to the cliff in 
order to allow a mass to be removed '" succes- 
sive horizontal layers. East September two 
bones were seen slightly projecting from 'be 
wall of the trench, near the bottom- On re- 
moving a little earth the bones w e '" c recog- 
nized as a human tibia ami femur. The earth 
over the bones was then removed, py horizon- 
tal layers, with extreme caution, W'h cn the 
greater part of the Moiisterian stratum had 
been removed, three flat stones, about eight 
inches square, covering Hie skull a nd Parts of 
the arms were discovered. The reddish brown 
sand which surrounded thy skeleton contained 
many large splinters of the bones of animals 
which showed marks of hammering. -Very 
slowly and with infinite precaution the skele- 
ton was laid bare, without displacing a single 
hone. It lay on its back, with the trunk turn- 
ed slightly to the left., and the legs sharply 
bent back Under the thighs, which were half 
flexed on the pelvis. The knees were turned to 



the right. The left arm was extended beside 
the body, with the hand at the hip. while the 
right arm was bent, and the hand near the. 
shoulder. The head was turned to the left, 
with the mouth wide open. 

The bones, though broken in places by the 
great weight of the earth above them, remain- 
ed firm and in their normal positions. Onh 
the bones of the right hand and foot had been 
displaced, and in part removed, probably by 
rodents or small carnivora. 

The skeleton was photographed as it lay, 
and the leg and arm bones were carefully 
removed. The pelvis was then covered with 
tin foil, and a large plaster cast was formed 
around it, so that it could be taken up without 
injury. The thorax and the skull were treated 
111 the same way. Hence rhesc parts can be 
mounted without the loss of a single fragment, 
as the earth in which they lay will surround 
them, inside the plaster casts, until the casts 
are opened in the preparing room. This me- 
thod is commonly employed by palaeontolo- 
gists, but this is its first application to human 
remains. 

The age of the skeleton is indicated, with 
certainty, by the regularity and very character- 
istic appearance of the successive strata ol the 
mass in which il was found. I Age. in pre- 
historic chronology , refers, not to a definite 
number of years, but to a period of more or 
less hypothetical duration. 1 The quaternary 
geological period, in which man appeared on 
earth, began with the comparatively warm 
chcllean age. which has left remains of the 
rhinoceros, hippopotamus, and elephant, and 
flint tools scarcely modified by man. Then 
came the cold acheulean age. the age of the 
mammoth, marked by crudely chipped flints. 
The ensuing monsterian age. at first cold but 
subsequently mild, represents a higher civili- 
zation possessing a variety of more elaborate 
flint tools — daggers and picks, knives and 
scrapers, and disks of unknown use. very 
characteristic of the age. Flints of all of these 
types were found around and above the skele- 
ton, while ruder acheulan flints were found 
beneath il. Hence the skeleton is moiisterian. 

The stratum containing the skehpm was 
covered by two strata containing flint •.• oh of 
the aurignacian age. The overhanging cliff 
then fell, and its debris subsequently became 
covered by a Layer of earth and stones, five 
feel in depth, which has effectually protected 
the human relics beneath. 

Dr. Capitan believes that the skeleton is 
that of a corpse regularly prepared tor sepul- 
ture, which may have been covered with 
earth, but was not buried in a grave Protect- 
ed by the vicinity of the living inhabitants of 
the shelter, the skeleton escaped the hyenas 
and was only nibbled by small animals. This 
unique skeleton, which is at least 20,000 years 
old, will probably be mounted and exhibited 
in the Museum of Natural History at Paris. 



THE ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS. 
II. 

Henry I. was not entitled to the crown by 
the right of primogeniture, for he cas younger 
than his brother Robert, Duke of Normandy, 
who at the time of the death of William Rufus 
was in the Holy hand 011 a crusade. I he- 
barons favored Robert as king, but Henry SL 'i/ 
ed the crown, and appealed to the common' 
people for their support, which thev cheerfully 
gave. He exhibited his gratitude by granting 
a charter, w hich was substantially the same as 
Magna Charta, to which, John, years later, 
gave an unwilling assent. In that charter the 
"ancient rights and privileges" of the English 
people were reasserted and confirmed. The 
previous king bad imposed levies upon the 
barons, according to his own sweet will, and 
the barons, on their part, dealt similarly with 
their tenants; but under the charter regular 
dues w ere established, and the barons were ex 
press!) enjoined from imposing heavy exac- 
tions upon those who held land under them. 
Me al.-o drew the English people to him by 
marrying Matilda, the daughter oi King Mal- 
colm of Scotland, and niece of Edga Atbeling. 
one of the Saxon king-. hy these means 
Henry aroused -uch an enthusiasm in bis f a 
v or that when his brother landed in Ports 
mouth to assert bis claim- to the crown, and 
the baron- were disposed to assist the invader, 
the English rallied round Henry's standard, 
and Robert was forced to abandon his claims. 
Henry punished the desertion of the barons by 
confiscating their estates, and thus the result 
of this invasion was the strengthening ol the 
power of the sovereign, the lessening of the 
power of the great feudal lords, and the ex- 
altation of the influence of the common peo- 
ple, In this we find an important step in the 
process of the making of England. 

Henry was in all respects a remarkable 
man. lie was handsome and accomplished, the 
centre of a gay court, the lord of a harem, an 
adventurous and gallant soldier; but more 
than this, he was cool, calculating, indifferent 
to praise or blame, fearless and without affec- 
tion. He was a strong human machine, de- 
spising in others the vices which he himself in- 
dulged in. II is sense of justice was keen, 
and his exectivc ability of the highest or- 
der. Of his achievements, in addition to the 
granting of the Charta, the establishment of 
the King's Court was the most far-reaching. 
At the head of it was the Justiciar, and associ- 
ated with him were a number of selected 
barons. Its duty was to revise and correct 
laws and to act its a court of appeal. It also 
supervised the collection of the revenue, and as 
such it was called "the Court of lb" Exche- 
quer," from the fact that it carried on its de- 
liberations around a checkered table. It had 
the power to order the removal of all causes 
from inferior courts to its own, and thus Was 




inaugurated the proceeding known as the writ 
of certiorari- It also established circuit courts, 
although at the outset these only dealt with 
questions involving the assessment and collec- 
tion of fines, dues and taxes. 

Henry had a daughter, Maud, who mar- 
ried the pmperor Henry V. lie dying, Maud 
returned to England, and when Henry's son 
was drowned in the wreck of the While Ship, 
he forced the priests 'and nobles to Swear al- 
legiance to Maud as heir to the crown. This 
was a new departure in feudal times, and it 
was of great importance, for by it was settled 
forever tbe right of descent of the English 
Crow" to a woman in the absence of a direct 
male heir. Afterwards Maud was married to 
the famous Count Eulk of Anjou, and she and 
her descendants played a very important part 
in English history. 

The King died in 1 135. His reign was cer- 
tainly of vast benefit to the people of England. 
Himself a lover of peace, he was frequently 
forced to engage in war. but he emerged from 
all his Campaigns with credit. The spirit, in 
which he vvas regarded by those w ho knew him 
best may be judged from this passage from a 
letter Written by the Archbishop of Rome, 
from beside the "royal death-bed: "God give 
him the peace he loved." 



SOCIAL CHRISTIANITY. 

There is a rapidly growing belief that what- 
ever salvation through Christ may mean in its 
relation to the next world, it certainly has a 
more definite application to this world than 
has been usually conceded. One of the things 
which th e church used to teach, and perhaps 
teaches now. is that we should be content with 
the station in which we were born, and one 
of the Worst possible sins is ambition. This 
was admirable doctrine for the purposes of the 
few, who happened to be born on the top of 
the social heap, but rather bard on those who 
started life at the bottom. It is quite true that 
if every ,,ne bad acted upon it. some of the 
most brilliant men who have sat in St. Peter's 
chair or vv oni the robes of archbishops might 
have I'Ved and died unknown. As a rule, in 
the church as elsewhere, the doctrines we 
most iusjst upon are to be construed as apply- 
ing chief] v to other neople than ourselves. 

Recently, to quote the Rev. E. |..Kae. 
M.A.. "the centre of gravity of interest and 
urgency is being largely transferred from the 
intellectual to the social sphere. The change 
has taken place in the last twenty years. One 
can easily remember when the questions of 
absorbing interest were entirely theological. 
I bit now they are chiefly economic. The thing 
that pres-es is the cry of the great multitude 
of the hungry, the poor, and tbe distressed; 
and tbe worth of the Christian Gospel is being 
measured by its power to answer this cry. 
What Wy are facing is the emergence of a new 
social Conscience. How is the church to vindi- 
cate am] apply this social message of Jesus? 
This is one of the most pressing questions fac- 
ing her at the present moment, and on the 
answer $\\c will give to it will depend largely 
her future influence 011 tbe national life." 

The writer of this exiract is a clergyman 
of the Church of England, and he proceeds to 
inquire as to the duty of the church in view 
of the new ideals that are asserting themselves, 
lie think- that the weakness of the church is 
that "'' is too much identified with one class." 
Formerly it was the church of the poor, he 
savs. now it is the church of the rich and com- 
fortable. The observations of Mr. Rac are 
.directed primarily to the religious organiza- 
tion with which he h connected, and readers 
can for themselves say how far they apply to 
other denominations of Christians. He does 
not -ay s o. but bis reasoning suggests the 
coming of a time when the social application 
of the principles of Christianity will be regard- 
ed as the highest statesmanship. 
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A Century of Fiction 
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Bernardin de Saint Pierre 

This attlhoi produced one of the most fa 
Hums st,, ries that has ever been written, and 
it 1- on thai storv alone that bis reputation as 
a man of letter.s rests. Most of us have read, 
and lost ourselves in the leading of. that de- 
lightful little tale of the young lovers Paul and 
Virginia. So overflowing is it with tender 
passion, with magical description, and charm- 
ing word painting that it may be classed as 
a prose p () em. It is fuli of harmonies and true 
to life in life's most beautiful aspects. The 
storv vvas first read at the salon of Madame 
Nee'ker. and met with such a cold reception 
that 'ts author flung it aside, intending to 
burn it. He was induced to publish it, how- 
ever, in 1788, and France read it just when she 
was on the verge of the mad excitement of the 
Revolution, and it touched her uneasy mind 
for the moment like a soothing balm. All of 
France read it, from the highest to the low- 
est, though even at that time people were be- 
ginning to question whether there was any 
such social distinction as high and low, and 
were feeling' something of that spirit which 
possessed them later when tbe betrayer and 
the murderer and the knitting women at the 
foot of the guillotine felt themselves to be quite 
the equal of those who died to serve their king 
or to save their honor. The great Napoleon 
himself used to read this story while on his 
Italian campaign through wakeful nights when 
he needed a mental diversion. Joseph liomt- 
parte considered himself so much in the writers' 
debt that he settled on Saint Pierre a pension 



of six thousand francs, as a "slight reward." 
And not only did all France feel the charm 
of the story, but it was translated into every 
civilized language, and read by the old and 
young of every country. Themes for dramas 
and pictures and stalues were drawn from it, 
and innumerable babies named for the hero 
and heroine. 

Saint Pierre was born at Havre in 1737. 
From the first he was a wayward lad, passion- 
ately fond of travel and adventure. He grew 
to very attractive manhood, and his handsome 
personality made him a conspicuous figure 
wherever he went, so that he never lacked 
friends and admirers. He studied engineering, 
and first went 011 duty at Malta, from whence 
he was discharged for insubordination. He 
next served in the Russian army and tried to 
interest Catherine in a scheme for colonizing 
Siberia. The ICmpress laughed at his ideas, 
and furious with her and with others in au- 
thority for the total lack of sympathy his plans 
received, he resigned from the army and re- 
turned to France. His great desire in life was 
to travel in new countries, and he besieged the. 
home government with petitions asking their 
aid to further his desires. His importunities 
at last were rewarded, and he was appointed to 
a post in Madagascar. Once again he revolted, 
finding the work lie was supposed to do. 
namely, to carry on the slave traffic, quite un- 
suited to his ideas of morality, hut his voy- 
age to the Isle of France was productive of his 
"Studies of Nature." which brought him fame, 
and Louis XVI. made him Bufion's successor 
in the Jardin des Plantes. He lost these hon- 
ors during the Revolution, but Napoleon and 
King Joseph conferred many favors upon him. 
lie (lied in 1814 at bis country seat in Eragny- 
sur-Oise. 

Paul and Virginia — Their Childhood 

Paul and Virginia had neither clock, nor 
almanac, nor books of chronology, history or 
philosophy. The periods oi their lives were 
regulated by those of nature. They knew the 
hours of the day by the shadows of the trees, 
the seasons by the times when those trees 
bore flowers or fruit, and the years by the 
number of harvests. These soothing images 
diffused an inexpressible charm over their con- 
versation. "It is time to dine," Virginia would 
say to her family, "the shadows of the plan- 
tain tree arc at the roots"; or "Night ap- 
proaches, the tamarinds close their leaves." 
"When will you come to see us?" some of her 
companions in the neighborhood would in- 
quire. "At the lime of the sugar-canes," Vir- 
ginia would answer. "Your visit will then be 
still more delightful,'' her young friends would 
reply. When she was asked what was her 
own age and that of Paul, "My brother," said 
she, "is as old as the great cocoa-tree of the 
fountain; and 1 am as old as the little cocoa- 
tree. The mangoes have borne fruit twelve 
times, ami the orange trees have flowered four- 
and-twenty times, since I came into the 
world." Their lives seemed linked to the trees 
like those oi fauns or dryads. Thus grew these 
children of nature. No care had troubled their 
peace, no intemperance had corrupted their 
blood, no misplaced passion had depraved 
their hearts. Love, innocence and piety were 
each day unfolding the beauty of their souls, 
disclosing matchless grace in their features, 
their attitudes and their motions. Still in the 
morning of life they had all its blooming fresh- 
ness ; and surely such in the Garden of Eden 
appeared our first parents, when coming from 
the hand of Cod, they first saw, approached 
and conversed together, like brother and sister. 
Virginia was gentle, modest and confiding as 
Eve; and Paul, like Adam, united the figure of 
manhood with the simplicity of a child. 

In the rainy season the two families met to- 
gether in the cottage and employed themselves 
in weaving mats of grass and baskets of bam- 
boo. Rakes, spades and hatchets were ranged 
along the walls in perfect order; and near these, 
instruments of agriculture were placed its 
products— sacks of rice, sheaves of corn, and 
baskets of plantains. 

When night came they all supped together 
by the light of a lamp; after which Madame 
ile la Tour or Margaret told stories of travelers 
lost during the night in forests of Europe in- 
fested by banditti; or of some shipwrecked 
v essel, thrown by the tempest upon the rocks 
of a desert island. To these recitals their chil- 
dren listened with eager sensibility, aiv« 
earnestly begged that heaven would grant they 
might one day have the joy 1 if showing their 
hospitality towards such unfortunates. At 
length the two families would separate and re- 
tire to rest, impatient to meet again the ne.x^: 
morning. Sometimes they were lulled to rest 
by the beating rain which fell in torrents upon 
the roofs of their cottages; and sometimes by 
the hollow winds, which brought to their ear 
the distant murmur of the waves breaking 
upon the shore. They blessed God for their 
own safety, of which their feeling became 
stronger from the idea of remote danger.

NATURAL INCREASE OF DAFFODILS 

Daffodil bul^s split U p and multiply by 
offsets. Th e natural increase in some varie- 
ties of daffodils is so great that the second 
year after planting, the number of bulbs w ill be 
trebled and in tim c , varying from three to six 
years no matter what the variety is, the 
clumps will have become so dense thai they 
need lifting a od dividing. These offsets us- 
ually attain full growth in about four years. 
Of course, the clumps may be left to flower in- 
definitely, which they will do providing the 
soil and other conditions are congenial. In or- 
der to attain the best results, the bulbs must 
be dug, lifted and sorted every two years, the 
smaller offsets being grown on separately. 
When the bulbs are about four years old. thc> 
produce the best flowers, and in the following 
year will develop into the double, or triple- 
nosed forms— that js, two or more bulbs being 
enclosed in one skin. These bulbs will break 
up the succeeding year. The cutting of the 
flowers this season will not have anything to 
do with the production of next year's crop. 
Of course, h will 1 IL . better to prevent the seed 
from ripening, thus encouraging, on the other 
hand, the full growth of the foliage, and lifting 
the bulbs aborit the time when the foliage has 
yellowed down to about one-third from the 
top — not biter, ''lie bulbs may then he stored 
in a coob airy, shaded place ami allowed to 
ripen and cure until the old roots are dry, 
when tliey are easily cleaned off and the bulbs 
divided, ami replanted as soon a- possible. In 
replanting, give lh e ni new soil. 

. VINES FOR SHADED PLACES 

Few plants win grow under trees, particu- 
larly under such trees as the ash and elm. 
which are notorious for sucking every hit of 
moisture from the ground. All that can he 
done is to suggest,- which will necessitate your 
doing more or les s experimenting, so do not 
buy too many plants of a kind to start with. 
Buy a few, an d if they succeed, then go ahead. 
Some vines which are to be recommended for 
shaded places are woodbine (Ampelopsis quin- 
quefolia), Japanese ivy (Ampelopsis tricus- 
pidata, hut" usually spoken of by the nursery- 
men as A. Veitchii), the running spindle tree 
(Buortymus radicans), climbing hydrangea 
(Hydrangea petioku'is) and the false climb- 
ing hydrangea (Schizophragma hydrange- 
oides). The two species of ampelopsis are de- 
ciduous vines <' in d thoroughly hardy in this lat- 
itude. In the Mississippi Valley there is a 
form of 'be woodbine which clings by means 
of disk-bea r ing tendrils; be sure to get this 
form rather than the one which does not have 
the disks, because then it A'ill be necessary to 
constantly tack it j n place. The Japanese ivy 
will cling" to stone or wood, as V V ill the running 
spindle tree. This latter is an evergreen. The 
climbing hydrangea will succeed in rather dry 
and more or less shaded places, but it will not 
bloom unless grown in the sun. The false 
climbing hydrangea prefers moist soil ami 
partial shade. b»t will thrive in lull sun. Both 
these are deciduous. For shrubs for hedges, the 
hedge (Berberis vulgaris) will make a 
hedge si xor sev e n feet high. The Polish 
hedge (Ligustruin) is the only privet which, 
is hardy in the central West, according to Pro- 
fessor A- T. lirwin, of the Iowa Agricultural 
College. This will grow eight or nine feet 
high. The ground yew (Taxus Canadensis J 
is also suggested. 

DELPHINIUMS 

The Delphinium ol to, lay is one of the most 
beautiful of all flowers, and provides a color 
—-blue— -of winch u c have too little amongst 
flowers, h is most rich, indeed, gorgeous, in 
coloring, and its statebness of habit is marked. 
We know- of no flower winch exhibits more 
splendidly the various shades of that most 
lovely color, blue; t he l-'urgct-mc-uot is loved 
for its fresh azure; the Gentian lor the shade 
which is called by its name; the Delphinium 
possesses both of [hese ,,i its repertoire of 
tints, together WHh the depth of the sapphire 
and the lute of imperial purple; and as the 
mountain* snows shine more resplendent in a 
setting ol blue sky, and the purity of the dia- 
mond adds to the effect of the sapphire, so the 
striking white L 'entral petals of the Delphin- 
ium form the best ,,1 all possible contrasts to 
the color i if the si,rp mmling sepals. 

The foliage of the Delphinium is shapely 
and classical in outline, possessing a similarity 
to that of the Acanthus, which, il is supposed, 
was the model for the capitals in Corinthian 
architecture. The columnar spikes of bloom 
are frech borne, a ,nl succeed one another 
through a prolonged season with a little man- 
agement. A be<l or horder of Delphiniums 
will often remain in full flower for three 
months, and the whole of that time will add a 
color to the garden which would otherwise 
be wanting. 

DAFFODIL NOMENCLATURE 

The poeticiis. p, ,h antlms 1 Tazetta I, narcis- 
sus, the jonquil, and' the large trumpet daffo- 
dil ai\. varieties of different species in the one 
botanical genu- N'areissus. The trumpet daf- 
fodils arc varieties ol \. Pseudo-Narcissus. 
The p, ilyatithus narcissus | including the I 'aper 
\\ bite, I mblc Roman, etc. I . arc \ arid ies of 
,\. Tazetta. The poet's narcissus includes all 
the varieties ol the species X, I'oetictts; the 
jonquil is a species known as X. Jonquilla. 
The narcissus family i ;i divided into three big 
groups, called respectively, i, Magni-coronali, 
or large trumpet ; 2, Medii-coronati, or cup daf- 
fodils; 3, Parvi-coronati, or saucer daffodils. 
Most varieties of Group 1 are commonly called 
daffodils, while those of Group 3 arc com- 
monly kno\vn as narcissus, including of course 
the poet's and polyanthus groups. Croup _' is 



composed essentially, and perhaps entirely, of 
hybrids between different species and varieties 
of Groups 1 and 3, and embraces every degree 
of difference between the two extremes. The 
jonquil differs from the recognized daffodils in 
having. cluster flowers, and from the polyan- 
thus narcissus in having rush-like leaves in- 
stead of flat; it is very fragrant and the flow- 
ers are of a very deep yellow color. 

GAILLARDIAS 

These show flowers arc sometimes as much 
as five inches in diameter, and may he seen 
blossoming in the open through many months, 
often expanding their first blooms in June, and 
in open winters not becoming flowerless until 
November or December. As dry weather 
flowers they have no equal among perennials, 
since even after weeks of drought they shoe 
scarcely any signs of flagging. Gaillardias of 
the perennial section make handsome bedding 
plants when pegged down, a s they entirely 
cover the soil with their leafage and are thick- 
ly sttidded with their large blossoms of crim- 
son and gold. For the provision °f cut bloom 
Gaillardias are also valuable, the flowers be- 
ing of striking colors and lasting well in water. 
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LOOKING BACKWARDS 

I'.y W. J. L. Hamilton Salt Spring, IS. C. 

Since 1 first came to Victoria, in 1891, great 
changes have taken place in the orchard in- 
dustry of the province. In those days, small 
boxes of varying size and frequently made of 
shakes were utilized as apple boxes, and apples 
□f all sizes, and sometimes of various kinds, 
were thrown into these without any attempt 
at packing them. 

Oyster shell scale, seal), and other rliseasrs 
did not cut any figure, but fruit thus diseased 
was mixed, with a happy impartiality, with 
that not so badly afflicted'. All those found a 
sale at low prices, since the supply was limit- 
ed, and the fruit-growing public were not 
hypercritical. 

In those days there were no orchard spe- 
cialists, but every farmer, nay, every house- 
holder almost, grew a few apple trees, and 
found it pay after a fashion, as the trees cost 
them nothing, land was cheap, and cultivation 
and spraying never thought of. 

But this' state of affairs could not last, as 
one fruit tree disease after another was im- 
ported to the province, with the orchard stock 
brought in from all parts, owing to the work 
of the ubiquitous and irresponsible tree agent. 
To the oldtime tree agent is due much oi the 
send) fruit now in the province, as the num- 
ber of irresponsible firms these represented 
sold the farmers any kind of a seedling, so 
long as it had a high-sounding name; to them 
also is due the large number of varieties found 
in the few of the old orchards which have sur- 
vived the ravages ol disease. 

1 am not, of course alluding tn the repre- 
sentatives of responsible firfhs, w hom we now 
meet at tunes. Put these conditions could not 
continue, as, disease piling on disease, the trees 
died or became unfruitful, and the apples were 
so unattractive, scabby and distorted as to be 
unsaleable. 

The markets, too, changed, and became 
more particular, and better class fruit was 
found to bring prices sufficiently reiutmera 
live to warrant commercial orchard work. 

.Meanwhile Strawsons. I. united, had. m 
England, introduced a form of -prayer, and ex- 
periments in tree spraying bad shown the pos- 
sibility of thus checking disease. W ith nn 
proved methods and better sprays, fruit-grow 
ing prospects improved, and. natural!}, these 
advanced fruit-growers strongly objected to 
the vicinity of iinsprayed trees, which kept re- 
infecting their orchards as fast a- l hey -prayed 
them. 

.Modern market requirements. Hie develop 
ment of the orchard industry as a matter r) f 
vital interest to the province, since it could he- 
made one of its most profitable asset-, and. 
more than all. the increased number and mi 
portance of the orchardists themselves, and 
the pressure they brought to bear on the mat- 
ter, compelled the government to make cer- 
tain spraying laws. 

This was also force. 1 upon them by 1 >o 
minion legislation, defining size oi boxes and 
qualities of fruit, so that some provincial 
spraying laws became absolutely compulson . 

It is only, however, comparatively recently 
that effective sprays have been found, and the 
last word has not, undoubtedly, been said yet, 
but there is every prospect, owing to better 
knowledge of the subject. Ui a t all pests will 
in future be kept well in hand. 

I remember one gentleman, i' 1 reply to a 
previous article of mine, found fault with nit 
for recommending spraying at all, claiming 
that cultivation and fertilization Would keep 
in orchard perfectly (dean, and eradicate ex 
isting disease. 

I did not think- this worth replying '". as 
there is not an orchardist in the province, wor- 
th} of the name, who docs Hot keep his trees 
both cult ivated^and fertilized, and v el verv 
few of them can boast of being free of disease. 
I do admit, however, that clean cultivation and 
judicious fertilization will, by promoting vig 
orous growth, and in protecting the trees 
against infection, and, anyhow, without this, 
commercial fruit-growing caim, ,t be profitable, 
any more than it can without spraying,

VASE FORM OF TRAINING FOR FRUIT 
TREES. 

By VV. J. P. Hamilton, South Salt Spring. P>. C. 

It is conceded amongst up-to-date or- 
chardists that one-year-old trees are the best 
to plant. They are easier set j,, their locations, 
receive less of a shock in transplanting, and, 



more important still, they -can be trained ex- 
actly as the grower desires. 

Directly these yearling trees are set, in the 
fall, they should be cut off at about 30 inches 
above ground level, and close to a bud. As 
they are simply unbranched switches, this is 
quite easy. They should ix LC ive their whiter 
spraying, and will be consequently healthy, 
and make good, thrifty growth the next sum- 
mer. During this summer the grower will 
find his trees have sent out a number of fresh 
twigs all up the stem. All of these near the 
ground say to a height of 15 inches, should be 
rubbed off whilst still quite young, and five of 
those from 15 to 30 inches should be reserved 
to form tjic framework of the future tree, all 
others being also rubbed off. 

These t wigs left on should be selected as 
being the best situated to form a well balanced 
head, springing out equally all around the 
main section, but of course at different heights 
above the ground. These five branches shou'd 
be permitted to grow freely all the season, be- 
ing kept free from disease by spraying when 
necessary. During the ensuing winter these 
branches should be cut back about one-third of 
their sear's growth, always, of course, to a 
bud, and il" the center stem projects at all 
above the fifth (topmost 1 branch, 11 should be 
cut off level with it, as we do not want a cen- 
tral stein. 

During the following summer any further 
shoots (bevond these five) that may spring 
from the mam stem, mi:-! be r' , m , wetl. and >' 
w ill be li mini that every bud left 011 the five 
branches will most likel) slarl to grow. Tvvo 
of these on each branch, the topmost bud, and 
another situated further down the branch and 
nearer the mam stem, should be permitted to 
grow to their full length, and all the other 
shoots should be also allowed to grow to a 
length of some inches, when, whilst still green 
and lender, they should be nipped off with the 
thumb nail at about four buds from the main 
branch. This w ill in two years produce frtlit- 
bcaring spurs. 

We now have the tree supplied with a 
suitable framework consisting of five branches, 
each of which, at a loot or so from the main 
stem, forks into two. These ten branches a''e 
trained steadily outwards and upwards from 
year to year, forming the main branches of the 
tree, anil closely set all around with frith" 
bearing spurs, so that each tree will look in 
May like ten wreaths of bloom, and. later on. 
of fruit. P.ach winter, one third of the year's 
grow th of these ten main branches will be cut 
back, and each similiter the end shoot, spring- 
ing from the lop bud, where it was cut off, 
musi be allowed to grow, every other shoot be- 
ing nipped of i at about the 4th bud. As frilit- 
bearing -pur- are but abortive branches, a"d 
as this pinching back causes these to form, the 
whole of each branch is thickly set with these 
spurs. Whilst -t, 11 young, tarred yarn (Mar- 
lin 1 1- used to hold the trees into shape, and 
prevent the snow breaking them down, and 
once tin branches are stoat enough to bear 
galvanized screw eves are inserted, one in each 
of tin- 10 branches, 10 feet above the ground, 
and a N'o 1 : galvanized wire is run from each 
of these eyes to a galvanized ring to which it is 
fastened, and the ring is thus held in suspen- 
sion m the centre of the tree, the wire- radiat 
ing from 11 like ten spokes, rendering all the 
branches mutually st it suppi 'rung. 

Main years experience of many fruit-grow- 
ers goes to prove that these screw eyes do n°t 
injure the trees, whilst they give strong sup- 
port, and keep the trees in shape. Pp to R> 
feet hi ;h the fruil 1- picked from the ground, 
with the aid oi .1 \< >\\ sti >ol lo stand 1 m, whilst 
above to feel a plank 1- passed through the 
tree above the wires, each end supported on ;i 
step ladder, so no damage 1- done to the 
branches, whilst all the fruit is easily reached 
by the pickers, and so i- not bruised, being 
more cheapp gathered than off the pyramid 
trained tree-. < )f course, spraying and thin- 
ning 1- also expcditioiish and cheaply per- 
formed, and. as the sunlight easily penetrates 
to all pai is of the tree, the fruit is e\ eiilv and 
higlih colored. 

Idle branches, forming a -.did column as it 
were, the wind does not often -hake off the 
fruit, and altogether it has many advantages 
over ain othei form ol training, such as "pyra- 
mid' or "modified. "' I might add that a large 
head 1- quicker I'-Tined than if the pyramid 
term were adopted, and ,0 (pucker results are 
attained. 

This form of training can be applied to any 
1 irchard 1 fee. 

\ word of caution. This arrangement ol 
close -et spurs along ihe ten main branches 
onl\ applies to the coast region, where the 
water in suspension in the air mobiles the 
-nn- beai. In the upper country a lesser 
growth should be encouraged around the main 
-tern- li there is danger ol sun baking. 
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CARING FOR GEESE DURING WINTER 

\'o one 1- thinking of hatching goslings 
now. '1 he glass must be green, and snow- 
storms thing- of tin past, heii, re the geese will 
cat e to la\ . Pi- in 1 1 t< 11 > earh • hi ivvever, 
be considering the welfare of the parent birds, 
lor a little caic in housing and feeding at this 
tunc of year will b< invaluable to the young- 
sters when they do come. To begin with, it is 
best to prepare permanent quarters for the 
old gee.-e and to separate any that arc quarrel- 
some. It i- generall) the lightest and most 
nimble among the gander- that win the battle, 
and you may conic upon your heaviest and 
most valuable with his life choked out, or his 
head injured. An open shed with a wire front 
is the best kind of house for geese, as they do 
not like very snug quarters, preferring if left 
lo their own choice, roosting out On the snow. 
A nest should be made for every goose and a 
china egg placed in each one. The geese will 
become familiar with those eggs, and unless 



disturbed will always lay beside one of them. 
Th e y should all be fed a little grain every day, 
and a little mash with a pinch of poultry spice 
in it. 'This will not hasten the laying of the 
eggs uiidvdy, but will ensure a higher fertility 
during the se ason. 1 do not find that the geese 
wi" ea t meat of any kind unless it is mixed 
into the ma s h, but I do not think that they re- 
quire it. Good sharp shell grit may be added, 
and when the snow is deep, clover hay, hem- 
lock bra lic hes or any kind of root crop or green 
stuff may be given. They require but very 
little to winter them through, as they are bet- 
ter if n ot fat. — Octavic Allan, Ganges, B. C. 
— _ o 

EXCESSIVE MOISTURE IN BUTTER. 

Th c greatest varying factor in butter is 
water. The variation in dairy butter some- 
times rtios from 9 to 25 per cent. It is not 
desirable or honest to incorporate a high per 
cent f water. The law of the United Stales 
has recognized 16 per cent as the maximum 
am°Unt °f water that butter may contain. The 
controlling of moisture in butter to a per cent 
is a difficult problem ; therefore a maker 
would pc safe in not trying to go over 14 per 
cent. 

Butter fat exists in cream in the form of 
microscopic spheres known as fat globules. 
Under proper conditions the concussion of the 
chtti'ning 'Hakes thc globules strike together 
and the i'npact causes them to form masses. 
The masses continue to increase in size with 
the prog re Ss of churning and rise to the sur- 
face f the buttermilk. 

Butter made from thin cream and churned 
at a i w temperature gathers very slowly for 
tfie following reasons: (1) Thc fat globules 
are distributed in a large volume of milk 
serum and the chance of striking one another 
is less than in thick cream. (2) Thc low 
temperature hardens the fat so that the glo- 
bules do "ot cohere readily and may probably 
strike together several times before adhering. 
The s u rfac^ of such granules usually becomes 
smooth an d the granule itself becomes very 
comp ac t 

A rid 1 cream, that has been kept at a com- 
paratively high temperature, will churn very 
rapidly. Phe globules are in close proximity 
and tlicre arc naturally many chances of, strik- 
ing together to form large masses. Butter 
churned f'om this kind of cream has a ten- 
dency, to gather in irregular shaped granules 
which are not driven so violently, consequent- 
ly th e y hold more water or moisture. If 
cream is churned at a very high temperature, 
the result is that butter will gather quickly 
and incorporate an excessive amount of water 
and casein, which will affect the body and 
c oloi- An excessive amount of water has a 
tendency tr? make the butter lifeless and pale 
in Color- A 35 to 38 per cent, cream will give 
as Rood satisfaction in churning as cream of 
any other per cent. Churning at 50 or 52 de- 
grees, r»r at a low enough temperature so that 
butter will gather in 40 or 45 minutes in gran- 
ules afjout as large as wheat, and not too soft 
or too hard, will produce butter of thc very 
best quality. Pong churnings or quick churn- 
in gs are not desirable. A large sized granule 
is conducive to high moisture. Therefore, the 
factors that control moisture are thickness of 
cream; temperature of churning; amount of 
cream churned at a time, remembering that 
a churn two-thirds full will give greater over- 
run than a churn half-full under normal con- 
ditions and the last factor thc kind of churn 
used. P would be well for every creamery 
to have tv Vo churns, one large and one me- 
dium sized, so that when the supply of cream 
falls off the smaller churn could be used. — G. 
P. -McK 3 . v . Iowa College of Agriculture. 

PUTTING HUMUS IN THE SOIL 

Uauling enough clay to cover twenty acres 
of sandy s oil is out of the question. A six or 
eight-inch dressing means moving and spread- 
ing 40,000.000 to 00,000,000 lbs., which would 
cost niore-than any twenty acre farm 1 know 
of. even 'f the clay was right at hand. A light 
dressing turned under shallow and well har- 
roWed i' 1 might pay if hauling and labor arc 
very c heap. A light sandy soil may quickly be 
iiiad e to hold enough moisture for a corn crop 
by heavy dressings of coarse stable manure, 
or Uiore slowly by a combination of stable 
manure an d turning under green crops. Either 
of these methods will tend to form a rich mel- 
low soil, a nd arc preferable to clay dressings. 
An implement known as the sub-surface pack- 
er, mud 1 Used on light soils in the acrid re- 
gions, should prove of value on your light soil. 
It is used after plowing and before harrowing, 
working between the furrow slices, and pack 
ing the h°Uoni of the furrows so that more of 
the raiiil a 'l is held in the upper soil. 
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PAKM AND POULTRY NOTES 

Thc!' c should be a yard or paddock in which 
the family eow can be turned out for a time on 
every pleasant day, whenever possible, and the 
ohPfashimied stanchion or tie-up should be re- 
placed by a chain or swinging stanchion. 

Breeding-pens may be made up this month, 
and the incubator, if one is to be used, should 
be overhauled and put in readiness for spring 
work. 

If the hens are laying well this month, it 
will he because they arc fed a variety of grain 
ami forced to keep busy scratching in a deep 
litter f hay, straw or leaves, as well as kept 
free f r om lice, and in dry quarters. 

tn order to be sure that thc fowls do not 
become afflicted with colds or roup, give them 
plenty of ventilation, although they should al- 
ways be k ept free from drafts. There is hardly 
a da_ v in winter when the windows cannot, be 
opened wide. 



FEEDING IN COLD WEATHER 

It sometimes happens that the beekeeper 
finds a colony of bees in his apiary at this 
time of year that, cither through carelessness 
or lack of opportunity to give it proper atten- 
tion at the proper time, is short of stores to 
such an extent that it will certainly starve to 
death before spring unless something is done 
to help it, and often because the owner does 
not know just what to do and how to do it, 
the unfortunate bees are left to their fate, and 
the unfortunate owner M out of pocket to the 
extent of their value. Thc discrepancy in 
weight is usually discovered when the hive is 
lifted to be carried into the cellar, or is being 
prepared for packing on its summer stand, and 
the owner wonders how he came to miss it at 
the general feeding time, and what is to he 
done With it now. The bees cannot be fed 
liquid feed now, as they could have been two 
or three months ago, for the weather is too 
cold for them to leave their cluster to carry 
the feed from the feeder, and it could not be 
properly ripened and sealed up even if it should 
be stored in the combs. It is obvious, there- 
fore, that some other method of feeding must 
be adopted. A good way to supply a colony 
with food at this late season of the year is to 
make "candy*' of white granulated sugar and 
water and lay the cakes of candy on top of the. 
frames directly over the cluster of bees, so that 
they can reach it without leaving the cluster. 
The candy is made by placing granulated sugar 
in a vessel with just enough Water to moisten 
it, then place the vessel on the stove and melt 
up the sugar. Let it boil, and stir it occasional- 
ly until it is "done." To find when this stage 
is reached, dip out a little with a spoon every 
few minutes, and stir it on a cold dish. When 
it will cool hard ami white, without any stick- 
iness, it is done. Have ready a pan or dish of 
some kind- — a square-cornered pan is handiest, 
as it makes a cake of candy of a shape most 
convenient to lay on top of the frames of the 
hive— pour the material into the pan, having 
first very slightly greased the latter, or, better 
still, line it with paraffine paper, to prevent the 
candy adhering to it when cold. Stir the candy 
while cooling, until it becomes too stiff, and, 
when it has hardened and cooled, remove it 
from the pan and place it on the frames direct- 
ly over the bees. Cover it up with several 
thicknesses of cloth, if in the cellar, and with 
a cushion in addition, if outside, and there you 
arc. One very important point to remember is 
that the greatest care must be taken not to let 
the sugar become burnt or "scorched" in the 
melting, as candy that has been even slightly 
burnt will kill the bees sure if fed to them. 
If it should become burnt, it must be discarded 
and a fresh lot made. Within the last few 
years several successful beekeepers in various 
parts of the country have reported good results 
from feeding ordinary loaf sugar, just as it 
comes from the grocery, only very slightly 
moistened with water. If this can be used suc- 
cessfully — and it apparently can be — it will do 
away with the necessity of making candy as 
described above. The candy, however, has 
stood the test of years, and is almost univer- 
sally used where bees have to be fed in cold 
weather. — E. G. H,

SOME TRUTHS ABOUT STOCK FOODS 

There is a good deal of misunderstanding 
about the real value of the various condimen- 
tal stock foods as a part of the ration for either 
stock or poultry. Professor F, W. Woll, of 
the Wisconsin station, in Bulletin No. 151 has 
summarized some feeding experiments with 
them- Trials were conducted by about a dozen 
experiment stations — in all twenty-three dif- 
ferent trials. In twenty-one out of the twenty- 
three experiments nothing w'as gained by in- 
cluding these foods in thc rations, and they 
were a detriment in that the cost of the ration 
was increased by their addition, thus increas- 
ing the cost of the products. Therefore there 
is nothing to be gained by feeding a healthy 
animal with one of these condiments. As a 
medicine they are not much better, as has 
been pointed out by the Iowa Agricultural Ex- 
perimental station in Bulletin No. 87. One- 
half or more of these foods is composed of 
common feeding stuffs and arc worth about 
$1.50 per too pounds. About one-tenth is com- 
posed of common salt, another tenth of char- 
coal, which leaves only about three-tenths of 
the bulk to be made up of such simple drugs 
.as anise, sulphur, ginger, red pepper, sassafras, 
and Epsom salts, all of which possesses mild 
medicinal properties, but because they are fed 
m such small daily quantities really do no 
good. To show how little good these drugs do 
when fed in a stock food consider the gentian, 
for instance. This is the most important rem- 
medy found in a stock food and really is the 
backbone of the preparation. A dose for a 
horse is one ounce, for a cow two ounces (a 
tablespoonful), of thc pure drug, but as the 
stock foods or tonics contain only about two 
per cent., the animal gets only about one-fifti- 
eth or one-hundredth of the required dose of 
the drug if fed the "food" in the quantities rec- 
ommended by the manufacturers. It is ob- 
vious from the light thrown on the subject by 
these experiments that money expended on 
condition powders i s thrown away. — Garden 
-Magazine. , 

When a horse kicks in harness, place a 
surcingle around th c body, take a good stout 
rope and put it around the horse's neck, then- 
run the end of it between the fore-legs and 
through the surcingle to a pulley in the end 
just back of the surcingle. Next put a good 
strap around each hind ankle. Take another 
rope and tie into one strap ami run up through 
the pulley and back to the other. Allow just 
room enough to walk with ease and you can 
soon conquer a kicking horse.

Of all the festivals and least clays, of all 
the many holidays of Japan, none is to he com- 
pared with that of the New Year. For many 
weeks all the cooks of many thousand houses 
of bamboo anil wattle have been toiling over 
their cookh g pots behind the rice-paper shojis 
preparing niochi. that quaint unleavened bread 
made of the more tenacious grades of rice— 
for the New Year in Japan that is without 
its mochi is as a Thanksgiving wtihout its tur- 
key, or a Christmas without its pudding. The 
bookkeepers have been busy, loo, for New 
Year's eve is the big settling day. Like the 
Chinese, the Japanese have the custom ol 
squaring accounts before the New Year begins, 
and for" weeks before the holidays there are 
hucksters stalls by the roadside — the Ginza 
which is the Broadway of Tokio, is lined with 
booths, at the roadside where men come to sell 
their belongings of all sorts to find money to 
pay their debts. What bargaining goes on at 
this great street fair, at the side of the Ginza: 
•what haggling there is before goods finally 
change hands for often as much as a twentieth 
of the price asked. In the cross streets the 
flower stalls find a place but the Ginza is given 
over to the people who bring their belongings 
slung from poles in camphor wood boxes, and 
spread them out at the row side. The tourist 
finds many an objet d'art. much bric-a-brac 
at these New Year sales, and many a collector 
seeks additions to his bronzes, color prints, 
etc., at the sales where the men of Tokio vend 
their belongings to find money for the New 
year sei.tlcments. 

It is customary to pay all wages two days 
before the holiday, and to pay all debts, and 
the busiest people in Japan on New Year's eve 
arc the collectors, plodding over the roadways 
with their stilted geta, paper lanterns in hand, 
seeking the debtors. The geisha, in the street 
of the Geisha, with its long rows of lantern--, 
and many rickshaws halted before the barred 
gateways are busy, too; for they have man} 
visitors to entertain with song and dance. 
From every tea house comes the tinkle of sami- 
sans and high-pitched voices of geisha. Re- 
flected by the mellow lights of many paper 
lanterns on the panelled paper which gables 
these houses by road and canal aids many sha- 
dowy forms of dancers are seen, while in the 
street groups or afloat on the manned junks 
and cargo boat- neaped by rlie ebbed tide in 
the mud of the canals beneath the arched 
bridges, there is merriment galore. It is the 
holiday of holidays. For the servants there 
arc new clothing, presents, etc. Every house 
is cleaned: new mats are laid down, wherever 
people can afford them — and in certain sec- 
tions of Tokio. where the more unfortunate 
live with the barest margin there will be no 
new mats. In the houses of the neb. though, 
fresh nee paper is pasted over the fretwork 1 1 1 
the shojia. and the little finger holes of the 
children, so dearly loved by Japanese mothers 
■ are removed. There 1- an oft-quoted Japanese 
short poem regarding these finger holes made 
by the tiny fingers in the paper of the shoji. it 
goes : 

"The shadow , ,f a pine across the mat ; 
Oh, the little fingi r holes m the shop " 

As with all else in Japan, the New S'ear 
holidays are hedge ! round about with cere- 
mony galore. The decorations, placed before 
each door, are prescribed by old-time custom. 
There is symbolic meaning for every com 
ponent part. On the right there is a branch 
of matstl (pine), with reddish stem; and on 
the left pine showing the black trunk. Ac- 
cording to Japanese idea, the black trunked 
pine is the male, and the redder, lighter branch 
the female. The symbol of the twain before 
the door is that the wish is (| lat |J U . occupants 
of the house, like the pine trees. may stand 
undisturbed by the storms of life, weathering 
them all in a good old age. like the pine trees. 
Then there is another symbol of hah- life ami 
fulness of years — the lake-no-iki ( bamboo 1. 
and from the beam ol the decorated gale hangs 
the plaited rope of the Shinto temples, which 
is intended to debar all evil and unclean tilings 
from crossing the threshold. Interwoven with 
the pine and bamboo and grass rope of the 
arch there arc many things, among the more 
• striking being lobsters, bowcred in garlanded 
branches of yuauri. The symbol of the lob- 
ster is that a kind wish is implied t hat all 
within may live until they are hem vvilli years 
until they are doubled up like the lobster. 
There are ferns symbolic of conjugal happi- 
ness, orange fruits, wdtose meaning is that the 
family tree may flourish, seaweed as a mem- 
orial of good fortune. With all gohei, the 



quaint votive offerings of paper for the Shinto 
gods, is interw oven. 

Many a youth ami maiden o*' Japan lias 
been tucked in on the tatainj on New Year's 
eve with their pillow covered with a roughly 
drawn picture of the takare bune — ihc ship of 
riches, wiih lite seven gods of good pick as the 
crew. The ^ 1 1 i ) > is one of the popular themes 
of the art of Japan. In the morning there will 
probably be junks of straw, little boats with 
masts ol pine and sails of gold and scarlet. 
They are inscribed with good wishes. These 
little ships are similar to those which are set 
afloat on the waters of the lion Malsiiri, the 
feast for the dead in summer. The picture oi 
the takare bune is placed on die pillow to in- 
duce good dreams — for s o much depends upon 
dreams of the last night of the year, according 
to the superstitious people of the Island Um- 
pire, To dream of lightning means riches, but 
to dream of frost is considered bad fortune. 
To dream of a pair means divorce — this j s the 
continual fear of Japanese women. A mirror 
or wine cup seen in slumber is considered I" 
mean that a beautful child will be born — ami 
so on through a long list prepared by the for- 
1 ime tellers of I he land. 

lake New Year's eve in other lands, the 
night is one of merriment in lapan, more espe- 
cially in the larger cities. Strolling samiscn 
players wander about singing ballads of old 
Japan, little bands of maskers go about, play- 
ing little burlesques to the amusement of 
small throngs. The celebrant goes to the 
tea houses, sitting squatted on the mats while 
his favorite geisha [days her saminen or sings 
I -jve songs to him, while fluttering mu.-tm s 
bring straw-colored tea and sunbaked cakes. 
1 [ousekecpers wander among the flower marts 
where rows upon rows oi blossoming plum 
trees are set out for sale. No Japanese House, 
great or small, is complete without its plmn 
tree >>r the New Year. Great is the bargain- 
ing done here, 110 buyer ever offering the price 
asked. There first must be haggling and bar- 
gaining, and finally after a last summing up 
on the counting board, the purchase is made. 

Meanwhile the elder daughters arc at home 
making the mochi. The rice for this is steam- 
ed in a large barrel-shaped utensil which is 
placed on the top of a boiler. There the rice 
is steamed until it is soft enough to be knead- 
ed into a dough. Then, a portion at a time, 
it is placed in a stone mortar. The nuisincs 
call the men to help them, and half a dozen 
men or women stand around the mortar. I he 
men holding pieces of wood like axe handles 
with blunted points, and the women smaller 
pieces of blunted wood. One of the number 
starts a song — everything must be done to the 
rylhm of a song in Japan, even the loading of 
coal in the bunkers of a steamer. Keeping- 



time with the song the men swing their sticks, 
while the women stir the dough with their 
sticks. In fifteen minutes it is well kneaded 
and spread out on a large board, where the 
young women stand, with their kimona sleeves 
tied up, to cut up the dough and make it into 
michi cak-es. \n average fayulv makes about 
a hundred cakes, including a number of large 
ones w hich are made to be offered to the lam 
ily gods. It is usual to lake half a dozen, sur- 
mounted by a Japanese orange to the temple 
of the family soon after New' Year's das- 
dawns. 

Soon as midnight strikes the members of 
the Japanese household hurry to say; Omede- 
lu, which is the equivalent of our Happy New 
Year. Then zoni is to be eaten. This is a 
delicious sort ol soup, which must, perforce, 
be eaten as soon as the New Year begins. The 
otoso i- to be drunk In ever) home, rich and 
poor, is the sake cup, and visitors come and 
drink-. The Shinto priesl who is. as it were, 
the parish priesl, starts on a ceremonial round 
which has a sad effect on his equilibrium before 
he completes his tour, lie goes first to the 
yshiki of the rich, to the palace of the Diamyo, 
if there be palace of a diamyo in bis district, 
and thence from house to house, with due re- 
gard for precedence. Alter a few calls the 
priest becomes an object id" amusement to the 
children in the streel and the merry priesl is 
followed by a little throng. In each house he 
kneels before the tukonoma, the god-shelf, and 
murmurs Shinto rituals while the maid 
pours the sake into a lacquer cup for him. 

After the visit of the priest the feasting 
goes on until it is time, for the head of the 
family to issue forth io make his calls, first 
on the lord of the district, for the feudal cus- 
toms still maintain although democracy is 
supposed to rule. The calling is similar to 
that of the west. Meanwhile the household 
gives its itself over to New Year sports, goes 
to see the wrestling competitions, the sport-, 
oi the fireman whose feats of agility are per 
formed yearly on the New Near holiday, and 
enji ivs itself in 1 ither w ay s, 

The streets are filled on New Year's day 
with couples of gaily dressed girls bouncing 
hi tie halls and duging. Like, nearly every- 
thing eUe appertaining to the season, ihese 
games are ceremonial aiiairs. The children 
sing as they bounce the ball. In effect the 
game is to see how many tunes the ball can 
be bounced without an error. Meanwhile the 
players sing a ballad, the last line usually be 
ing, "Now the ball counts one hundred." 
Many <>! those ballads arc interesting little 
histories The boys go 111 lor Lite living at 
the New N ear. and processioning; for young 
Japan is nothing if not of a. military turn of 
mind. Many are the processions of New Year's 



day. There is the bullock carl with a gaily 
decorated ox drawing' the harvest rice, coolies 
in bran new head dresses and bright new 
haori of blue cotton, each marked with the 
big geometric ideograph of their master's 
house in glaring white, in Tokio, that Coney 
island of Japan, Asakusa temple, is thronged 
more than on any day of the year lor the New 
v i ear holiday, and the people's temple, the 
si reel of theatres, lane of booths, gardens, etc.. 
are crowded from morn to night. At various 
places in the cities, on platforms, usually ar- 
ranged before the temples troupes dance the 
kagura, wearing masks, while an orchestra 
of drum and flute, and often a reed pipe plays 
an accompaniment. The show of the firemen, 
usually given in the parks, is the feature of 
New Year, The fireman of a Japan differs as 
night from day in comparison with the fire- 
man of the west. A fire station, except in the 
recently formed modern brigades of the larger 
cities, consists of a high ladder with a bronze 
bell near the top. The watchman stands at 
the ladder top 10 scan the horizon and when a 
blaze is seen the bell is rung and the fire- 
fighters rush off with bamboo ladders and 
buckets. At the New Year festival they as- 
semble to do gymnastic and acrobatic, feats 
with their bamboo ladders. The firemen 
gather at a conspicuous place anil with a new 
banner floating from a lofty bamboo they 
march. with ladders and lanterns, etc. At the 
appointed place the ladders are placed per- 
pendicular and held with hooks while the agile 
firemen mount to the top and perform acro- 
batic feats that seem as dangerous as they arc 
difficult. Meanwhile the comrades yell at the 
top of their voices — and one lakes up a collec- 
tion. 

The classical feature of the New N ear holi- 
day, the delight of the student and literaleur 
of Japan, is the making of New Year poems. 
Each year the officials of the court give no- 
tice that tin- Emperor has chosen a theme for 
a poem and thousands of poems are budded 
at the New N ear on this theme. The theme 
given out bv the Emperor this year is "Snow 
in the Temple." Not only are classical poems 
written but there is a card game played when 
the lanterns are lit after nightfall, and the 
mam night noises which ever recur to those 
who have lefl Japan and its warm color be 
bind are heard. The cards each contain two 
hues of a poem, generally a love song or son- 
nctt. The cards are spread out and a person 
reads out the couplet. As soon as this is 
done there i 1 - a rush for the cards, each one 
striving to locate first the card with the fid- 
low lug lines. 

This is how Japan celebrates the New Year, 
ami the spin; of the festival remains in the air 
for over a week. 



Centenary of Birth of Gladstone Celebrated Last Week 



During the past week was celebrated ihe 
centenary of the birth of the Hon. W illiam 
I. wart Gladstone, the lasi of a grcal company 
of illustrious men who were born in the event- 
ful year of 1 809. 

In that company there are numbered Alf- 
red. Lord Tennyson, Charles Darwin, Kdgar 
\lleu I'oe. \brahant Lincoln, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, Frederic Chopin, and helix Mendels- 
sohn- Bartholdy. 

One hundred years ago Wednesday, 111 a 
fine house where culture put wealth to its Insl 
uses, situated at 02 Rodney street, Liverpool, 
there was born a man child who. during ihe 
So years of his life, left an imprint mi the poli 
neal history of the Uritish Empire that has 
never been surpassed. Today is t] u - centenary 
of the birth of W illiam I'.wart Gladstone, three 
times prune minister ol Great Britain, and, 
during the later years of his life, England s 
1 '.rami Old Man. ' 

Gladstone was descended from the Gled- 
slanes of Lanarkshire, the Gledstaiies taking 
their name from their residence, the derivation 
of the name of the latter being apparent from 
tile fact that "gled" signified "hawk" and 
"stanes" stones, the stones about the Glcd- 
stanes' residence or seat having" been a favor- 
ite resting place for hawks. 

William Kwart (named for a friend of bis 
fa ther I was the third s on of John Gladstone, a 
Scotsman and a Lowlander, and Anne Rob- 
ertson, daughter of a Highland Scotsman, 
and his advent in this world took place at a 
time when the world was passing through a 
critical period in its history. Napoleon was 
wading through rivers of blood iu a throne, 



upsetting the whole economy of Kuropc, ami 
at home a crazy king and a profligate heir-ap- 
p<irenl presided over a social system in which 
all ol the civil evils wen harmoniously com 
dined. The results of ibis history-making 
were among the first impressions made upon 
ihe record id the young boy's sensitive mind. 

Sir John ( Gladstone, I !art., the 1 11 iv's fathei , 
was a man ol considerable attainments, whose 
strong will and whose wealth made him a dm 
spictious and even a ruling figure in Liver- 
pool polities. In the home circle he encour- 
aged his children to IricudL argument, and. it 
is recorded on good authority, the elder (dad 
stone and his sons were used to debate, in per- 
fect good humor, but with sound logic, any and 
every question from the broiling or frying of 
breakfast trout to the foreign policy of the Em- 
pire. 

kccci\ 111- his earliest training in tin- at 
mosphere, Gladstone soon developed traits 
thai, io the shrewder minds, gave promise, 
even at so early a tune in Ins career, of a bril- 
liant future; but none guessed the true scope 
of that future. 

In 1821 Gladstone lust went away from 
the influence of his early home life: but it was 
only to pass, in an eminently suitable state of 
development, to the broader influences of 
Eton. Eton left its mark on Gladstone and 
Gladstone lefl his mark on Eton in common 
with other brilliant minds thai were contem- 
porary there. Eton, when Gladstone entered, 
was under the rule of the terrific Dr. Kealc, 
and in proof that his arrival caused no herald- 
ing burst of pyrotechnics, the only record of an 



observation on his entrance is thai m Sir Rod- 
erick Murchison, who said that Gladstone was 
1 In 11 "the piar. lest little buy thai ever went to 
Eton." 

At Eton. as. afterwards at Oxford, Glad- 
stone stood lor what was manly ami straight- 
forward, lie was a bit oi a "snap" or "grind" 
according to report. He was not inclined to 
athletics but he kepi a private shell and prac- 
ticed sculling 1 11 his similes, however, he was 
ever a leader, although his power lav not so 
much in brilliance of intellect as in breadth and 
power to grasp aiu | retain. ILs insight was 
remarkable and his ability and line character 
attracted several id' the brightest boys of the 
school to him. lie was not generally popular 
at Lion nor even well known, but his most in- 
lunate and perhaps his best friend was that, 
friend of Tennyson w ho called forth and was 
worthy of "In Meinoriam" — Arthur llallam. 

Gladstone left Lion ,11 1827, at Christmas, 
and for six months be 1 cad with private tutors. 
The following year be went up to Christ 
Church. ( )xford, ami in 1829 he was nominated 
to a studentship. 

Gladstone's career at Oxford was character- 
ized by his development as a debater and stu- 
dent. He was a leader among a select set, 
whose morals were rather above those of many 
of tdie men of that period, and whose relation 
with the men of other sets was, therefore, not 
intimate. Yet even men who ridiculed the 
scruples of Gladstone's friends admired Glad- 
stone, as is shown in the comment of one of 
the men who were at Oxford at that lime. This 
man wrote on one occasion that he regretted 
that Gladstone had associated himself with 



that set who Avere "only fit to reside with 
maiden aunts and keep tame rabbits." 

Gladstone distinguished himself at Oxford, 
taking a double-first, and in the year following 
he spent six months in Italy- Upon his return 
he stood for parliament, although' lie 'was but 
22 years of age, and on January 29, 1833, in the 
first reformed parliament, he had a seat. At 
this time, one writer say s , lie was of a striking 
and attractive appearance. His features were 
strongly marked, his complexion pale and his 
eyes piercingly lustrous. 

Early in his public career Gladstone star- 
tled England and won general attention by the 
publication of a book on church and state, 
which was declared by some to be the only 
book since Burke's that went t u the bottom of 
the question. 

Gladstone's public career was noteworthy 
almost from the time of the publication of that 
book, although, of course, it in no wise de- 
pended upon the book as a cause. The cause 
lay 111 his increasing power, his wonderful men- 
tal development, his generalship and his elo- 
quence in debate. 

On July 25, 1839, Gladstone was married to 
Catherine, the eldest daughter of Sir Stephen 
Glynne, of Hawarden. At this time he was 
fairly entered upon his remarkable career, one 
of the first responsible offices he held being the 
vice-presidency of the Hoard of Trade. 

it would be out of the question here to give 
even a summary of the events of Gladstone's 
career. His hand wrote history and his per- 
sonality is found interlining the political rec- 
ords of his time. Pitted against brilliant minds 
he was ahvavs the unconquered. the master- 
ful. 

When, amid a momentary wave of waning 
popularity, he resigned in 1874 from active 
leadership, it vvas only to take the helm a sec- 
ond time in [880. following the Liberal tri- 
umph. In [886 he was a third lime called to 
leadership as prime minister, and eventually, 
when his party went out and the Tories under 
Salisbury took up the reins, Gladstone, dis- 
gusted with the drift of the policy into which 
he and his followers had, insensibly drifted, 
resigned. He declined an earldom at the hands 
of Queen Victoria, and took the platform de- 
spite bis 76 years of age. And, until his 82nd 
year, when even his iron constitution gave way 
before the long test he had put Upon it, he 
never ceased to champion, on the platform, and 
with bis pen. the cause of self-government for 
Ireland, a policy which he had adopted as just 
years before. 

July 25, 1 089. Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone cele- 
brated the golden anniversary of their wed- 
ding. Mr. Gladstone passed away May 19, 
1898, at the ripe age of eighty-nine years. 

With the celebration of the centenary of 
Gladstone's birth today, the hist of a remark- 
able list of famous centenaries that came in 
1009, is observed. Among the others were 
those of Alfred, Lord Tennyson: Charles D. 
Darwin ; Edgar Allan Poej Abraham Lincoln ; 
Oliver Wendell Holmes; Frederic Chopin, and 
Felix Mendelssohn-Bart hold y. 

None gave to the world more than did 
Gladstone, and in no time was he surpassed in 
debate. Of him, Sir W. E. W. Hamilton has 
written : 

"His choice of language was unbounded 
* * * his flow ol Words vvas not that of the 
mountain stream which comes tumbling down 
belter skelter. It was that of the river with an 
immense volume of water whose downward 
course is as regular as it is stately, lie never 
gabbled; he never drawled. ||e was a living 
thesaurus or 'Gradus,' containing synonym 
after synonym, and it was this extraordinary- 
wealth of words which laid him open to ihe 
charge — not without reason— -of being verbose. 
Diffuseness at times led to discursiveness." 

mu one occasion Mr. Uright, discussing 
( iladsK me's fault, said : 

"I sail, or try to sail, from headland 
land. Gladstone, making for the sam 
sails round the coast, and 
to a navigable river, he cannot resist tin; temp- 
tation ol tracing ii to us source." 

Gladstone's sentences were often v crv long, 
and sometimes the wonder was that he could 
exlricatc himself from the maze of words he 
flung about himself. Yet there was no king 
faulty in the construction of his sentences. I le 
might have parentheses and even parentheses 
within parentheses, but no sentence was ever 
ungrammatic or unfinished.

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REPROSPECT AND PROSPECT 

(Richard L. Pocock) 
Tlic first day of the new year is the last 
clay of the game-shooting season; after this 
we must be content with the sport we can get 
from the wild-fowl This last year was made 
remarkable by the extraordinary rainfall which 
put the Esquimalt & Nanaimo railway serious- 
ly out of year, and thus interfered very ma- 
terially with the opportunities of sport with 
the gun for the enjoyment of which so many 
town sportsmen depend upon the railroad. A 
good many complaints have been heard about 
poor bags, hut. on the other hand, some very 
good ones were made, as I know from personal 
observation, about which nut so much is said. 
The "poor-bag" men voice their sorrows and 
disappointment in louder tones than the mo^e, 
successful ones, who. on making a good kill- 
ing, arc more chary of advertising the fact and 
attracting others to their chosen resorts. After 
all, personal observation and experience count 
for more than reports and gossip of the -port- 
ing stores, and I am of opinion that a little 
more knocking has been done than i- really 
justifiable. 

Speaking for myself, I must return thanks 
for at least two very excellent days indeed, sev- 
eral other very fair days, all the day- I have 
been out very enjoyable day-, and no blank 
days. In these days of rapid growth in the 
size of the city and numbers of gunner- fre- 
quenting the neighboring wood- and fields, I 
feci that I have nothing to kick about in the 
way of lack of sport. 

The deer hunters did about as well as usual 
of late vcars. and have proved that the chances 
of packing home a good buck from not too dis- 
tant places are still good for those who favor 
this branch of sport. 

The blue grouse have undoubtedly benefit- 
ed by the alteration in the date of opening 
from' the first of September to the first of Oc- 
tober. Numerous good bags oi blues were 
made in the opening day- oj the season by 
those who knew where to go. and were ener- 
getic enough to go there. lUues retire early 
to the tree-lops, and ii is well they do, for one 
thing is very certain, that, however pleutilul 
they might be. if in these days we were allowed 
to shoot them at the beginning of September, 
before the young bird- are full-grown, they 
would without doubt speedily be exterminate. 1 
in the home districts. One oi" their worst pres- 
ent-day enemies is the almost silent rifle in 
the hands of the farmer's boy. 

Willow grouse are certainly not as plenti- 
ful as they must have been in the early days, 
if we are to believe all the wonderful tales told 
by th c old-timers who used to make such re- 
markable bags within a lew feet of their back 
doors — tame kind of sporl it must hav e been, 
to be sure. Still there are sufficient to test the 
skill of the best shots yet. Being a bite sea- 
son, thev were not so much in evidence in the 
open country early, no more were the pheas- 
ants, and hence there were quite a lew -port-- 
mn to do a little grousing of the other kind. 

Valley quail are more numerous than ever, 
though I am afraid that the reverse is the case 
with the mountain quail, which seem less able 
to withstand the cold -nap- with winch we 
have been visited of late. 

On the w hole, though Mpq ha- not been a 
remarkable season for the small game -hooter, 
there seems little reason for pessimism m look 
ing forward to the fall of "Ho. No one can 
reasonably expect to find free shooting ground- 
in the near neighborhood of a large city teem- 
ing with game. and. considering all things, the 
prospects for the future arc none loo bad. 

The season has been unfortunately marred 
by several bad accidents, iwo to Incal men, one

CHRISTMAS SPORT IN THE OLD 
COUNTRY. 

Year after year, when December comes 
round, the old speculations become new again. 
We look forward with, a longer experience be- 
hind us; wc guess and discuss with hopes 
never" less fresh ev en if the eagerness of y ears 
grille by may have become a little mellowed, 
the enthusiasm tempered by remembrance of 
ot her years. Wc cannot all of us expect Christ- 
inas holidays as long as the schoolboy's: we 
have not all of us the full leisure of those 
who are privileged to spend the year round 
in the country without the necessity of getting 
a living somehow out of the town' but for all 
oi us. whether wc expect to enjoy our own 
holidays or only to help other- to enjoy theirs, 
the beginning of hopes and fears is Christmas 
weather. Shall we have a white Christmas or 
a green: Will il be warm and wet, with a 
-out Ii- west wind tossing rain against closed 
door.- and windows, or will it be quiet and 
cool and without wind, one of those weeks in 
with a mist drawn like a curtain between 
earth and sun — a week for hunting, perhaps, 
but not the week- the -hooter would ask for 
first? Or wiii it be one of those seasons which 
the shooting man, doubtless, hope- for most? 
bright sun-bine every day from the moment 
when the mist clears first in the morning to 
the hour when the light fades in a clear green 
sky above the low, rusty reds of the west; 
enough snow to set a sprinkling on every fur- 
row, and more than a sprinkle in the drifts; 
enough frost at night to fill the brook reeds 
with wildfowl and lite marsh with snipe- 
there is the prayer, or something like it. of the 
shouting man who hope- for something wilder 
and better than the mere formalities and the 
ordered difficulties of the modern covert shoot. 

Xot that the shooter al Christmas-time 
doe- not welcome a good day's covert shoot- 
ing. How should he fail to welcome it; The 
week- of w hich Christina- and the New Year 
are the centres provide some of the most ex- 
hiliarating days of the whole round of the 
year's shooting-. The leaf i- off the trees, the 
la.-t oaks and beeches have spread their 
bronze and russet carpel, and the pheasant 
rising in coven shows out darkly and sharply 
ov er the highest twigs as he gather- pace go- 
ing forward over the guns or curling back over 
the heads of the healers—."-, of th* sporting 
chances thai comes always with a certain 
fresh pleasure of hope fulfilled to the "beater's 



gun." The birds themselves have learnt new- 
fears and new wisdom; somc--of (hem. like the 
old cock pheasants, have discovered and prov- 
ed a hundred tricks of the hunted. You want 
almost more stops than beaters to get an old 
cock pheasant high on the wing in January, 
lint all the birds fly faster and "merrier," as 
the gamekeepers say, in- the. later months, and 
a touch of frost in the morning air sets a 
briskness in the blood of both the shooters 
and the game. The morning, perhaps, or the 
early part of it, has been set aside for driving 
a few fields of pari ridges ; you cannot drive 
partridges late on a winter afternoon, and 
certainly there is no. time which suits better 
with the nervous vigor of the scattering 
coveys than the first hour of the shooter's 
morning. The. day holds no moment of keener 
anticipation than those when the guns arc 
lined out in the stubble behind the high, quick- 
set hedge, or bell of firs, and the distant shout 
or whistle is followed by the sudden flash of 
wings and the blur of the chocolate and grey- 
breasts flouting and swerving above the trees. 
The later morning remains for the pheasants, 
and after lunch there may be pheasants again, 
or one of those pleasantest of all rough beats, 
when any one of five or six kind of game may 
he storied lo the beaters and mmc out at any 
angle and any pace into the open; the 
wily old cock pheasant of two or three seasons 
forced to In- wmg- at last; the unexpected 
covey ol partridges sunning themselves on the 
flattened grass and brack-en; the mallard lu- 
teal clattering up from the pond in the clear- 
ing: the hare dashing wildly out over the brow 
ot the stubble: or. most loudly proclaimed of 
all. the sudden woodcock flitting, like a brown 
shade, between the tree stem-. That i- a true 
sound of Christmas holiday making, when 
every beater within sight of the noiseless, nim- 
ble bird salutes him with a shout he keeps for 
no other bird or beast in the wood-. A rabbit 
darting in and out among tree stems, bracken, 
and beaters' gaiter- produces a hullaballoo 
which no other ere at tire ot the -ante size could 
raise in such a moment of time; there is no in- 
fection runs so quickly in the villager's mind 
than the joyous desire to chase a dodging rab- 
bit with a stick. Hut the rabbit, tor all the ex- 
citement he provides, is a joke. The woodcock 
i- a serious matter, be is a rarity, he is hard to 
hit, or he is supposed to be. and he adds dis- 
tinction to the bag. The shout of "Woodcock 
forward I" i- to the ordinary "Marie over!" 
wdiat an adjuration i- to a mere friendly warn- 
ing. 

The winter holidays bring joy to the school- 
boy, his especial pleasure-, ihe forms of shoot- 
ing which belong to him by rights — ferreting 
for rabbits and waiting for wood pigeon at 
feed. I loth -port.- are the schoolboy's own. nO 



because cither means necessarily easy shoot- 
ing, but because both need qualities of patience 
and perseverance which somehow do only he- 
long to schoolboys, at all events, in a higher 
degree than to their more experienced ciders. 
It is only the man who has kept much of the 
schoolboy wdio, having had experience of most 
, forms of shooting, is yet enthusiastic enough 
to spend a long morning, or a morning and 
an afternoon, waiting for rabbits to bolt out of 
buries in a bank or hedgerow. True, rabbits 
bolting well and fast, offer quite sufficiently 
dificult marks, especially if there are other 
buries close by into which they can tumble 
without any warning, but the difficult part of 
the day is the almost inevitable spade work, 
digging out ferrets "lying up." That, added to 
the chance whether or not the rabbits w ill bolt 
so as to give good shooting, generally ends 
after a few days' trial in persuading those who 
have passed the first stages of sport with the 
gun that the worst way to shoot rabbits is to 
stand about on a cold winter's day wailing for 
a shot which may not come, or which, when 
il comes, may be so simple, as hardly to be 
worth taking. Yet there is, for all that, or 
there can be, for those who know how to find 
it, a very distinct charm in the sport of ferret- 
ing on a bright winter day. There is, to be- 
gin with, the essential charm of solitariness 
of shooting alone. All that the gain needs 
ill the way of companionship to enjoy ferreting 
properly is a keeper's boy who knows how to 
handle ferrets, and a well-trained clog who can 
be trusted not to run in. Two guns arc too 
many by one. Two guns interfere with each 
other; they are liable, however well they know 
each other to wail one on the other's shot, and, 
when there arc of necessity many shots which 
belong to neither gun more than the other, the 
result often is that the rabbit escapes, or that 
one gun fires too late, and only wounds with- 
out killing, or that both fire together, which is 
needless and annoying. But the charm of the 
sport is far more than the mere shooting. It 
lies somewhere in the long hours spent in the 
quiet woods and the open fields: in the many 
sights and sounds which cannot be sought for 
and seen and heard at will, but which come 
only to the knowledge and into the experience 
of many days passed in the sun and wind and 
rain. The shooting itself may be poor sport: 
the chances of shooting, ewen may vanish, 
when, perhaps, both the working ferrets are 
lying up, and the string ferret has taken a pro- 
digious amount of cord after it into Ihe bury 
to find them. Yet aain, the sport may chance 
to be first rate, and the excitement of it, when 
it is first rate, would not be denied by the 
most exacting, The rumble and rattle in the 
hollow bank, the unseen tramplings and scur- 
ryings, and then the sudden dash of the flur-

I I is Majesty's ordinary attire in the way of 
frock coats, lounge and morning suits, though 
looked after nominally by Mr. Chandler, is in 
reality in charge of one of his assistants, of 
whom he has four. N'one of them, however, 
approach the King. Mr. Chandler heir". 1 always 
the personal attendant on the sovereign in the 
Koyal dressing-room. 

The Superintendent of the Wardrobe al- 
ways travels with the King, and. in company 
with hi- Koy al master, has visited every court 
in Kuropc, and has traveled, beside-, in Ameri- 
ca and India. The German Kmperor has a 
particular liking for King Kclsvard's chief valet 
— because the Kaiser, like King P.dward, lakes 
a considerable' interest in the matter of 1 >rders 
and Decorations and has often had long talks 
with Mr. Chandler on the subject. 

In his capacity as the King'- private- ac- 
countant, Mr. Chandler, as has already been 
-taled. checks all Ills Majesty's private- ac- 
counts, to see thai they are correct, and that 
the charges are not exorbitant. The Kmg. of 
course-, never make- what is popularly known 
as a bargain; he never even inquires the price 
of anything which he buys. When the ac- 
count i- sent in, it pa-ses in the firsl place 
through the hands u f ihe Keeper of the- I'rivs 
I'urse, who hands all such account- to Mr. 
Chandler, by whom they are scrutinized. 

I I i- King Kd ward's wish to pay a fair and 
reasonable price for anything he- buy-, and it 
i- Mr. Chandler's business to see that the price 
charged is reasonable. If an account is ex- 
orbitant, it is -imply sent back- to the trades- 
man with a request to send in the account 
again, oi course, it is open lo the tradesman 
to -end ill the same account again if he pleases, 
and it would be paid, but he would very prob- 
ably lose the custom and patronage of the 
Kmg. and most likely of all the- other members 
of the Koyal family who might happen lo he 
among his customers. This would not mils be 
sure to inflict on him a considerable loss in his 
trade, but also be a serious injurs' to his pres- 
tige. — Al. A. P.

ried little bodies into the open — it can be good 
enough s<*hoo11v. v exercise to please others 
much older than schoolboy-. A sprinkle of 
snow, frost enough to keep the snow dry, and 
sunshine lo throw a good light on the bank — 
those are three of the ideal conditions, and a 
fourth, for a winter day, should be little wind. 
A searching north-easter is not only an tin- 
happiness lo the standing shooter, but it emp- 
ties all but the deepest and warmest buries, 
and makes the proper working of these, by the 
mere filling of them fuller than usual, the more 
difficult and confusing. 

Ch one form of shooting, which should be- 
long essentially to the winter countryside, how 
many of us have seen the best? The sport of 
shooting wood pigeon is not yet properly re- 
cognized in the majority of country districts. 
We read of it often, and we all know how if 
should be done, but how often is it done? The 
procedure, as wc have most of us seen it des- 
cribed, even if we hav e taken no part in it our- 
selves, is simplicity itself. A date is arranged — 
simple word- 1 for who does not know the 
difficulty of "arranging" a dale that will suit 
even a dozen neighbors — on which every farm- 
er and owner of -hooting in ihe neighborhood 
agrees to shoot pigeon. All around the neigh- 
borhood everybody is to he walking through 
the fields and woods firing at the flocks of 
wood pigeon whenever he gels a chance, never 
allowing the birds to settle, but keeping them 
dying from .me wood to another, perpetually 
passing over gun after gun, until everybody 
has made a fine bag. and the flocks of pigeon 
are reduced to scattered remnants. If sounds 
admirable work, and doubtless where it has 
been tried it has succeeded, but boss' much 
more often it might he tried, and with what 
excellent results, in keeping down the numbers 
of a troublesome bird and in providing an 
afternoon's amdsemenl fur a neighborhood. 
The beginning, the first, organizing of it, Lhat 
is the difficult thing. If it were once arranged, 
ami were a success in one season, the arrange- 
ment ot a day in the next season, or even the 
next month, should be no more difficult than 
the fixing of a meet of otter hounds or beagles. 
Imagination suggests a new occupation for a 
country dweller — honorary secretary to the 
South lllanksbire Wood Pigeon Club, per- 
haps. There might be a less useful occupa- 
tion. As conditions are at present in most 
places, with little organization, for pigeon 
shooting in existence, winter after winter, see-- 
the larger woods of the southern counties 
whitc with the roosting flocks of migrant and 
partially migrant pigeons, often of late year- 
wasting w ith disease, but only v ery rarely pro- 
perly tackled by shooting and fanning neigh- 
bors. 

Most o| the memories of Christmas shoot- 
ing, oj- tiie distinctest memories at all events, 
belong somehow to the late afternoon. For 
many of us the- day - .a' informal shooting, and 
the companionship in shooting with old friends 
become less frequeui a- the vcars go on. We 
have' memories of old days which were marked 
with a red lette-r. and we- try to see if we can- 
not -et on,- more red letter in ihe calendar. 
The day-, hovs ever successful, must not end loo 
soon, on on,- ,,| ihese winter afternoons, with 
the frost in the air and the snovv on the ground, 
a- it -hould be, and if il is loo dark to shoot 
pheasants much after half-past three, ii is not 
too dark io shoot dink. If die' old memory 
.a duck shot ai dusk can be revived for another 
year, what could be better; The sun down 
behind a bank of lawn;- clouds, a doubled cold- 
ness in the air with tin- failing light, the frost 
hardening the -now again, lib shooting boots 
crunch on it loo loudly, perhaps, for -wars 
waterfowl -who thai ha.s tried often for duck 
in winter cannol sea- that sky and hear the 
crunching snosv. and smell the iro-t in the air 
as he remembers the stealthy -talk down the 
hedgerow or ibe lane lo the' corner in the 
stream or the belt of sedge in the pond? The 
quick, nervous gabble of ihe duck, alarmed be- 
fore ihe; f!y ; the clatter of the birds up from 
the water, the shots thai ring so loud in the 
-till air, tin- splash of the mallard striking the 
wate r and ihe duel: falling crumpled into the. 
sedge; ihe two or three beautifully plumaged 
birds retrieved from the water, and the trudge 
home under the sudden starlight — those arc 
memories which belong inalienably to Decem- 
ber evenings and Christmas holidays, to days 
in keen winter air, ending with the open house- 
door, the piled and glistening holly, and the 
wooden logs alight in the wide fireplace of 
the hall.-— Field; 



Father and the Boys 

Charles Frohman will present 
at the Victoria theatre on' Mon- 
day evening, January 3, that 
noted comedian, Wra, H. Crane, 
in George Ades most successful 
play, "Father and the Boys."

Blair, John T. Brawn, Elsa 
Payne, Vivian Martin and Mil- 
dred Beverly are others in the 
cast.

So suppose 
you spend your youth and early 
womanhood in the sweatshop of 
art, and come forth into the light 
of public work well equipped 
technically and artistically, only 
to find yourself gloriously snub- 
bed by the public because you arc 
aloof and leave them cold — where 
is your financial reward then?" 

Miss Powell touches on an im- 
portant point in intimating that 
the "magnetism" to which so 
many musicians owe much of 
their success in a human rather 
than a purely artistic quality. 
Think of Paganini, Liszt, Pad- 
crewski, for example. The world 
wants a musician to be different 
from others, to have individuality, 
personality; and this must show 
itself in personal (human) ways 
as well as in unique "readings" of 
compositions.

Here is a story of Lionel 
Brough, the comedian, which has 
wrongly been used in connection 
with reminiscences of his old 
friend, Toole. 

Many years ago, when "Lai'' 
was a young man, he had friends 
in Fulham who lived in one of 
a small row of houses near Cre- 
morne Gardens. His friends were 
giving a children's party, and 
Brough, who loved kiddies, and 
often joined in their sport, had a 
urnrise for them.

best, certainly where important invitations* 
such as those for dinner parties are concerned, 
to put nothing in the note but the invitation. 
People are so busy in these days, and so apt 
to merely glance over their letters, so as to 
take in the general sense of them in the lea.-t 
possible space of time, that a sentence con- 
taining an invitation at the end of the lettei. 
or sandwiched in between remarks on other 
subjects, is more than likely to be overlooked. 
So, too, is an invitation which follows a re- 
fusal or an acceptance in the same note. The 
receiver glances at the beginning, sees "I am 
so sorry, hut I am already engaged,"' and very 
possibly reads no further, but tears up the 
note and throws it among the waste paper- 
basket. If one must answer and give an in- 
vitation in one and the same note, it is best t|i 
begin with the latter. 

A most important point ' to remember in 
writing an invitation is to make it as clear as 
possible and as legible. To receive a letter 
asking one to lunch or dine at some place, the 
name of which is unreadable, with no hour 
mentioned, and the day of the week not tally- 
ing with the day of the month, is not merely a 
trial in tact, but in temper. Yet such notes 
are not so rare its many people may imagine; 
in fact . sometimes the only information one 
can glean from ones friend's communication 
is that one is asked to do something, but what 
it is. we know not. 

\ dinner invitation should be worded 
something like this : 

"Dear .Mrs. So-and-So — It will give us 
much pleasure if you and Mr. So-and-So will 
dine with us cm Thursday, the 8th inst., at N 
o'ch ick." 

That is all that is necessary, and contains 
all the required information: some people ap 
pareiltly think it sounds too curt and bald, anil 
so add ^ b-w meaningless remarks about the 
weather, or some other such topic; but tin 1 
above is the usual form. It is quite permissible 
to put in "dine quietly." or "to meet So-and- 
So," if any celebrated person is coming for 
whom the part}' is given, or any special friend 
of the "invite's." ivho perhaps lives elsewhere; 
and for that or any other reason the hostess 
thinks it advisable to mention that they are ex- 
pected. 

Invitations to luncheon parties are worded 
in much the same way. but if the luncheon is a 
quiet one, n is usual to couch the note in rather 
simpler language : 

"Dear Mrs. So-and-So — Can you lunch 
quietly with me on Tuesday next at 1:30. I 
hi ipe yon will be able to do so."

Invitation- to tea, if quite informal, are 
also usually conveyed by note. If, however,

In mr may be written acn iss the lop of the host- 
ess' visiting card, while should any entertain- 
ment such as music be contemplated, the word 
"Music" would be written 111 one of the lower 
comer-. The names of the guests are not usu- 
ally written on a visiting card used in this way, 
nor is il customary In put "K.SA'.P." 

For all large entertainments, such as ball- 
ami evening parlies, also for large afternoon 
parties and formal dinner parties, printed cards 
are used, "at home" cards for the first three 
and special printed cards' for dinners. People 
who entertain a great deal have a plate made, 
from which these cards are engraved with their 
name and all information as to dates, and so 
on, leaving only the names of the guests to be 
written. Others buy cards, but in these 
bought cards the names of both hosts and 
guests, as well as the date and the address, 
must be filied in. This, of coltrse, adds enor- 
mously 10 the -time and labor required to send 
out invitation for large functions.

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By Sir Ray Lankestcr, K.C.B., F.R.S. 
New Zealand consists of two islands, to- 
gether more than a thousand miles long and of 
about 200,000 square miles area. It is a thou- 
sand miles distant from New Caledonia, the 
nearest island of any considerable size, and is 
fifteen hundred miles from the great contin- 
ental island of Australia. There is no other 
island in the world so large and so remote from 
other considerable tracts of land. Australia is 
closely connected by island groups at a dis- 
tance of only a hundred miles to Asia. The 
isolation of New Zealand is unique. The seas 
around it are of vast depth and proportionately 
great age. At the end of the chalk period — he- 
fore the great deposits and changes of the 
earth's face which we assign to the Tertiary 
period — New Zealand consisted of a number 
of small scattered islands, which gradually, as 
the floor of the sea rose in that part of the 
world, became a continent stretching north- 
ward and joining New Guinea. In that very 
ancient time the land was covered with ferns 
and large trees. Birds had only lately come 
into existence in the northern hemisphere, and 
when New Zealand for a time joined that area 
the birds, as well as a few lizards and one kind 
of frog, migrated south and colonized the new 
land. It is probable that the very peculiar 
lizard-like reptile of New Zealand— the " t via - 
tara." or Sphenodon — entered its area at a still 
earlier stage of surface change. That creature 
(only 2oin long) is the only living represen- 
tative of very remarkable extinct reptiles 
which lived in the area which now is Eng- 
land, and. in fact, in all parts of the world, 
during the Triassic period, further behind the 
chalk' in date than the chalk' is behind our own 
day. For ages, this "type.'* with its peculiar 
beak like jaws has survived only in New Zeal- 
and. Living specimens have been brought to 
this country, and are to be seen at the Zoo- 
logical Gardens in Regent's Park. Having re- 
ceived, as it were, a small cargo of birds and 
reptiles, but no hah/- warm-blooded quadru- 
ped, no mammal. New Zealand became at this 
very early period detached from the northern 
continent, ami isolated, and has remained so 
ever since. Migratory birds from the north vis- 
ited it, and at a late date two kinds of bat reach- 
ed it and established themselves. 

Thus we are prepared for the very curious 
state of things in this large tract of land. 
Looking at New Zealand as it was a thousand 
years ago, we find there were no mammals 
living on it excepting a couple of bats and 
the seals (sea lions, sea elephants, and others) 
which frequent its coasts. There were 180 
species of birds, and many of these quite pe- 
culiar to the island. Many of the birds, show - 
ed in the absence of any predatory enemies — 
there being no carnivorous quadrupeds to 
hunt them or their young — a tendency to lose 
the power of flight, and some had done so al- 
together. The gigantic, wingless Maos — al- 
lied to the ostrich and the cassowary — -had 
grown up there, and were the masters of the 
situation. There were many species of these 
— one of great height — one-fourth taller than 
the biggest known ostrich; others with short 
legs of monstrous thickness and strength. A! 
bed to these are the four species of Kiwi, or 
npteryx, .-till existing there. They are very 
strange wingless birds, about the size of a 
large Dorking fowl. The Kiwis are still in 
existence, but the Maos and some of the other 
flightless birds have died out since the arrival 
of die .Mnon man. w ho killed ami ale them. 

A bird which was believed both by the na- 
tives and white men to have become extinct . 
the Takahe, or Notornis, was known bv it- 
bones and from the traditions of the natives. 
Much to the delight of naturalists, four live 
specimens of it were obtained at intervals in 
the last century, the last as late as 1898. The 
beautiful dark' plumage and thick ami short 
beak', which is bright red, as are the legs, are 
well known from the two specimens preserv- 
ed in the Natural History Museum. The 
Notornis is a heavy, flightless "rail." Kails 
are remarkable for their size and variel) in 
New Zealand, where there are twenty species, 
some of them very sluggish in flight, or, like 
Notornis, flightless (the wood-hens). Amongst 
the flightless birds of New Zealand is a duck, 
a- helpless as the heaviest farmyard product, 
and yet a wild bird, and then there an- the 
penguins, which swim with their wings, but 
never fly. and belong entirely to the Southern 
hemisphere. Many species are found on the 
shores oi New Zealand. ( hher noteworthv 
birds of New Zealand are the twelve kinds of 
cormorants, the wry-hill plover, the only bird 
in the world with its beak turned to one side, 
the practically flightless Kakapo, or ground 
parrot ( Stringops I, the lluia. a bird like a 
crow in appearance, whose male has a short, 
straight beak, whilst the female has a long 
one, greatly curved; the detested Kea, the par- 
rot which kills the sheep by digging out with 
its beak from their backs the fat round the 
kidneys; also very peculiar owls and wrens, 
and the fine singing bell-birds. 

The peculiarity of the indigenous animals 
of New Zealand is seen not only in the ab- 
sence of mammals and the abundance of re- 
markable birds, many of them flightless, but 
also in the fact that there are no snakes in 

this vast area — no crocodiles or tortoise: 

only fourteen small kinds of lizard (seven geck- 
oes and seven skinks), and only one species 
of frog (and that only ever seen by a very 
few persons)! There were fish in the rivers 
when settlers arrived there, but none very 
remarkable. Insects and flies of every kind, 
scorpions, spiders, centipedes, land-snails, and 
earthworms were all flourishing in the forests 
of New Zealand a thousan . years ago, serving 
in large measure as the food of birds, fish, ami 
lizards. The great island continent of Aus- 



tralia, 1,500 miles away, is peculiar enough in 
its living products, quite unlike the rest of the 
world in its egg-laying duck-mole ami spiny 
antcatcr, and in its abundant and varied popu- 
lation of pouched mammals or marsupials, 
emphasized by the absence (except for two or 
three peculiar little mice and the late-arrived 
black-fellow and bush-dog) of the regular type 
called "placental" mauTsnals which inhabit the 
rest of the world. The rest of the world ex- 
cept New Zealand! Strange as Australia is, 
New Zealand is yet stranger. Kong as the 



necessary to separate the whole land surface, 
into two primary sections, (a) New Zealand 
and (b) the rest of the world, "Theriogea," 
or the land of beasts (mammals). Then we 
divide Theriogea into (1) the land of Marsu- 
pials (Australia), and (J) the land of Placen- 
tal (the rest of the world). The last great 
area is divisible according to the same princi- 
ples into the great northern belt of land, the 
llolarctic region and the three (not equally 
distinct) great southward-reaching land sur- 
faces—the Neotropical (South America), the 
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isolation of Australia has endured, and archaic 
and primitive in essential characters as is its 
living freight of animals and plants, navigated 
1 as it were) in safety and isolation to our 
present days, yet New Zealand has a still 
more primitive, a more ancient freight. When 
wc divide the land-surfaces of the earth ac- 
cording to their history as indicated by the 
nature of their living fauna and Mora and 
their geological structure, and the fossilised 
remains of their past inhabitants, it becomes

northern hemisphere. The Maoris hunted the 
big birds — the Moas and others — for their 
flesh, and ate their eggs, and it is probable 
that they caused or accelerated the extinction 
of the Moa.and two or three other birds, in 
the north island they nearly exterminated the 
white heron, the plumes being valued by them. 
(5n the whole, very little damage was done to 
the natural products of the islands by ^ the 
Maoris. "It was with the advent of Euro-- 
peans," says Mr. John Drummond, F.L.S., in 
his interesting and well-illustrated book on 
"The Animals of New Zealand," "that de- 
struction began in earnest. It seemed as if 
they had been commanded to destroy the an- 
cient inhabitants." They killed right and left, 
and, in addition, burnt up the primeval for- 
ests and bushes till a great part of the flora 
was consumed. It was never a very varied 
or strong one, consisting only of some 1,400 
species, which are now in large proportion 
vanishing, whilst 600 species of plants, most 
of them introduced accidentally rather than 
intentionally by the European settlers, have 
taken their place. Here I may state the great 
principle which, in regard to plants as well as 
to animals, determines the survival of the in- 
truders from one region to another. It appears 
that, setting aside any very special and pecu- 
liar adaptations to quite exceptional condi- 
tions in a given area, the living things, whether 
plants or animals, which nrc brought to or na- 
turally arrive at such tin area, survive and 
supplant the indigenous plants and animals 
of that area, if they themselves are kinds 
(species) produced or formed in a larger and 
more variegated area; that is to say. under 
severer conditions of competitiotLand ol strug- 
gle with a larger variety of competitors, en- 
emies, an;! adverse circumstances in general. 
Thus, the plants of remote oceanic islands are 
destroyed, and their place and their food are 
taken by the more hardy "capable" plants of 
continental origin. And', in accordance with 
the same principle, as Darwin especially main- 
tained, the plants of the northern hemisphere, 
produced as they are in a wide stretching belt 
of land— Europe, temperate Asia, and North 
America— always push their way down the 
mountain roadways, and when they have ar- 
rived in the temperate regions of the southern 
hemisphere, they have at various geological 
epochs starved out, taken the place of, or liter- 
ally "supplanted" the native southern flora, 
which in every case has been formed on a nar- 
row, restricted, and peninsula-like area. The 
same greater "potency" of the .animals of the 
llolarctic region has in the past established 
them as in intruders into South America, Ethi- 
opia, and India, and has led to the inevitable 
survival of the animal of the large area when 
brought into contact with the animal of the 
small and restricted area. Applying these 
principles to New Zealand, we see that no 
country, no area of land, "could have a worse 
chance for the survival of its animal and vege- 
table children than that mysterious land, isola- 
ted for many millions of years in the ocean, the 
home of the Tuatara, solitary survivor of an 
immensely remote geologic age. the undis- 
turbed kingdom of huge birds so easy-going 
that they have ceased to fly. and have even 
lost their wings ! 

The first European animals were the pigs 
benevolently introduced into New Zealand by- 
Captain Cook. They multiplied apace, served 
tor food and sport both to the natives and the 
carle settlers, and destroyed the ancient Tri- 
assic reptile, the Tuatara, which only survives 
now on rocky islands near the coast. In less 
than a hundred years the settlers had intro- 
duced sheep and cattle, and looked upon the 
abounding pigs as a scourge. In (862 pig- 
hunters were employed to destroy them— 
three hunters would "kill 20,000 pigs in a year. 
Dogs, cats, and the European rats came in 
early with the settlers, and destroyed the 
flightless birds, driving them for shelter to the 
mountains. As the settlers increased they shot 
down millions of birds of all kinds, and burnt 
up grass, scrub, and hush. At last, a lew years 
ago, the government established three islands 
as "sanctuaries," where many of the more in- 
teresting birds survive, and are increasing. 

Besides cattle and sheep 1 which hav e flour- 
ished exceedingly) the colonists introduced 
rabbits, and the honey-bee, and later on quails, 
hares, deer, and trout. Clover depends mi bees 
lor its fertilization and seeding. White clov er, 
taken over there for pasture, did not seed in 
New Zealand until the honey-bee was import- 
ed in 1842, and later, as they could not seed 
red-clover without it, the colonists had to in- 
troduce the humble-bee. and the red-clover 
now also seeds freel) and the imported farm 
beasts have their accustomed food. Besides 
the animals already named, the colonists have 
introduced ferrets, and weasels, to reduce the 
destructive excess of the imported rabbits; and 
they, whilst failing to subdue the rabbits, have 
themselves become a serious nuisance. ( >f 
small birds there were introduced the house- 
sparrow, which is too prolific, and is hated by 
the farmers; the greenfinch, a pest; the bull- 
finch, a failure. The introduced sky-lark and 
the black-bird i alas ! poor colonists 1 are not 
the joys of New Zealandcrs — the farmers hate 
them. They had the audacity to introduce 
also the most beautiful and beloved of till 
birds, our own perfect "Robin Redbreast," and 
they add want of manners to their violent and 
uncalled for hospitality by speaking ill of this 
sweetest and brightest of living things. After 
this, I am rather glad to report that the esteem- 
ed table-delicacies, pheasants and partridges, 
don't gel on well in New Zealand; nor do tur- 
tle-doves. The thrush is spreading, and meets 
with the approval o t th? hypercritical New 
Zealandcrs. The hedge-sparrow, the chaffinch, 
and the goldfinch have flourished abundant!)* j 



but the linnet has failed. A very interesting 
and important problem for New Zealand nat- 
uralists to solve is that as to why one bird suc- 
ceeds in their remote land and another does 
not. The British trout have grown to an en- 
ormous size, and are destroying all other fresh- 
water life. Imported red-deer flourish, and are 
shot with great . satisfaction by the colonists. 
.'The American elk has been introduced in 
South Island, ami the mountain goats — the 
ibex and the thar — are to be acclimatized in 
the mountains, so that unnatural "sport" may 
flourish in this ancient land of quiet and of 
wondrous birds, turned topsy-turvy by en- 
lightened man. 



WHAT IS BEAUTY ? 

Crinolines and Others. 
No self-respecting woman of the present 
day would consent to appear in a crinoline." It 
is Mr. Balfour who noted the change in the 
course of his inquiry into the "historic facts 
with regard to the sense of the beautiful." No 
two shapes could be much more different than 
the crinolined belle of the early sixties, and 
the severely slim maid of today. Yet wc know 
that the partners of the crinoline time were as 
ready to swear their fair and monstrous ladies 
the most beautiful sights in the world as any 
ardent lover to his lass today. Which was 
right,-' Is a woman most beautiful when her 
dress will hardly allow her to get through a 
doorway, or when she seems to be trying to 
make herself look like a hatpin? There is an 
old picture some folks will remember, which 
shows a little army of crinolined, chignoned 
dames inspecting the Venus of Mclos.' They 
are unanimous that she has no style, that she 
is a poor plain soul not worth looking at twice. 
Kut it is terrible to think what she would have 
said of them. How much admiration would a 
lady in the style of the Directory attract 
among the crinolines? What would the ladies 
who wore wimples think of the ladies who 
wore picture hats? What of the style of Jane 
Austen in the days of ruffs and farthingales? 
And after a host of such questions you begin 
to despair, and ask "What is beauty?" with 
no more hope of an answer than the famous 
questioner as (o what is truth.

Is there any per- 
manent element in all these diverse and often 
contradictory ideals ? 

The Progress of Fashion. 
The most beautiful thing in the world, said 
the old Greek, is a woman. Suppose wc be- 
lieve him, provisionally, at the least. Now, if 
a woman is best suited by a skirt that fits her 
like r. sheath, if in that she looks very beauti- 
ful, it is inconceivable that a crinoline should 
be anything but a blur upon her beauty. It 
may not spoil her altogether. Her natural 
charm may triumph over the ugly setting. But 
she is the worse for it. Wb?' *'"m are wc to 
believe? That the world has gradually been 
approaching a true notion of beauty, that each 
change of fashion represents one more stage 
in the enlightenment of humanity. It would 
be a comfortable creed. But you require an 
inhuman amount of credulity to hold it. Which 
of us in this year of grace would care to affirm 
solemnly that the nineteenth century knew 
more of beauty than the women who draped 
themselves in the manner of Athens or Tana- 
gra? Perhaps it is unfair to choose examples 
so far removed from each other. Was it an 
advance in beauty, then, from the simple fash- 
ions of the early nineteenth century to crino- 
line and chignon and bustle? No one can say 
so.

Our 
notion of form may be more cabined, cribbed 
and confined. But there is kinship, there is 
likeness. The fashions are different, and 
sometimes extraordinary, ways of setting off 
natural beauty. Often, no doubt, the desire 
for novelty conquers the conception of beauty. 
Often women rely on their dress rather than 
themselves to attract notice. And sometimes 
it is to be admitted, they are wise. For fashions 
are not, and never will be, arranged merely to 
set of the most beautiful women. Their 
business is to draw attention to the presence, 
of the others. Nothing in this world is so 
democratic as an ugly fashion. It is a univer- 
sal leveller. It means an equality of plainness.

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In Praise of the Clergy 



Alhough they often distress me with their 
reactionary politics, and even more by their 
absurd protestation that they are quite un- 
political, yet my admiration and sympathy for 
our parish priests is profound. Year in and 
year out they and their families are living in 
our murky cities, amid uncongenial surround- 
ings, with never a sight or a sound to attract 
or delight, and with few if any social amenities. 
Many of them — nay, most of them— are 
straightened in means, and have to exercise the 
keenest economy, while the task of raising 
money for the organization of the parishes, 
which ought to fall entirely upon the shoul- 
ders of the laity, is very often left mainly to 
the parson. In the poorer parishes he will 
find few men or women of education to help 
him; "persons of influence" he will have none 
at all. 

It is wonderful how sturdily good men will 
toil on with clogged optimism for tens of years 
in the same place, cheered only by the love of 
the poor folk whom they have tried to bless 
find by the deep and unfailing comforts of re- 
ligious faith. Nor must we, in speaking of the 
quiet courage of "the Parson of the Town," 
forget to mention his unbeneficed assistant 
curate. Fresh from college, he finds himself 
after ordination in humble lodgings in a mean 
street, very indifferently served and fed, and 
with even less chance of congenial company 
than his rector. Hard work, hard reading, and 
dull environment are his lot. If he is a down- 
right good man, he will find his delight in the 
lads' club, in the men's class, and in weekly 
study and a frequent ramble with some of his 
neighboring fellow-curates. Not seldom, in 
the choking clamp cf winter fogs, these young 
men (whose lives are not less heroic because 
they make no show) fall ill, and have to be 
nursed in their lonely lodgings. One such 
brave man has just succumbed to pneumonia, 
Henry Knowles, curate of Christ Church, Sal- 
ford. He had won high theological honors at 
Cambridge, and had taken his B. D. degree at 
Dublin. For nearly four years he has toiled 
manfully in the back streets of a smoky town, 
always at his post, always cheerful, always 
welcome. One remembers the beautiful epi- 
taph written by Bishop Alexander of Deny 
for the tomb of a young curate (he is thinking 
of Isaiah's words, "How beautiful are the feet 
of him that bringeth good-tidings") : 

"Down through our crowded walks and closer 
air, 

O friend, how beautiful thy footsteps were ! 
When through the fever's fire at last they 
trod, 

A Form was with thee like the Son of God. 
'Twas but one step for those victorious feet 
From their day's path unto the golden street; 
And we who watched their walk, so bright, 
so brief, 

Have marked this marble with our hope and 
grief." 

That the Church of England is able to com- 
mand the unstinted service of so many young 
men of this type without meed of praise and 
with little hope of reward is one of the best 
proofs of her spiritual vitality. 

One of our local clergy has received so 
much less than his clue in the public press that 
I wish here to make some reparation. The 
Rev. Joseph Alfred Pattinson. who has lately 
been appointed Sub-dean of Brisbane Cathe- 
dral, has been for three years vicar of Hope, 
having formerly been vicar of St. George's, 
Chorley, and then rector of St. Bartholomew's, 
Salford. He has been a hard-working parish 
priest, and a first-rate man of business. His 
services have therefore been in demand on 
diocesan and other committees. But the con- 
viction came both to himself and Mrs. Patti- 
son that the ties now binding them to the 
home-land were so few and the call to the mis- 
sion field abroad was so urgent that the very 
happiness of their parish life at home might 
be something which ought to be sacrificed to 
a higher duty. 

They had for long years been devoted 
workers for the S. I'. G. They therefore com- 
municated with Bishop Montgomery ottering 
themselves to the work of the Church abroad, 
wherever they might be sent. It is an open 
secret that they would have preferred China 
as their destination. But it seems that only 
quite young workers are sent thither, fur the 
learning of the language is a matter of years. 
So the choice was wholly left in Bishop Mont- 
gomery's hands, and he, knowing the kind of 
man suddenly required at Brisbane, recom- 
mended the Vicar of Hope. At Brisbane the 
Archbishop is nominally dean of his own ca- 
thedral, but he appoints a sub-dean, who has 
the actual direction of the church, together 
with some amount of pastoral work. I hear 
that this pastoral charge includes a certain 
number of Chinese work-people, so that the 
Sub-dean and his wife will not be wholly dis- 
appointed of their desires. 

J have reason to know that the announce- 
ment of the appointment to the rectory of St. 
Mary's, Bryanston Square, was unauthentic. 
It would, however, have surprised nobody and 
delighted his many friends if the appointment 
had been given (as was announced) to the 
popular principal of the Leeds Clergy School. 
Mr. Simpson is a sound Liberal of the best 
Gladstonian type, and boldly protested against 
the Boer War. He has a fine oratorical gift, 
which is enriched by a ready humor. He has 
had the training of a great number of our best 
young clergy, with whom he is ever welcome. 
His sermons are marked by a deep and 
thoughtful devotion, not divorced from sound 
common-sense. In a volume lately published 
he surprised some readers by his insistence on 
the old "Evangelical" doctrines of grace. But

As a matter of fact, she had fallen in love at 
twenty-two with her cousin, Prince Charles 
of Denmark,, who was slightly her junior. 

The idea of an engagement was not toler- 
ated by their relatives for years, Queen Alex- 
andra objecting to the marriage of cousins, 
while the Crown Princess of Denmark had 
set her heart on the marriage of her second 
son to Queen Wllhelmina of Holland. 

In the end, love triumphed, and the couple 
were married in London thirteen years ago. 

The life of Princess Charles in Denmark, 
happy in most ways, held certain drawbacks. 
For seven years she was childless; Prince 
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Alexandra, hut her smile is no less charming', 
and beneath the demure aspect which she 
wears in photographs and in public are a 
gaiety of spirit and a fund of humor that de- 
light her intimates. 

It has been said that no contemporary 
Royal lady possesses as many accomplish- 
ments as Queen Maud. She was taught to 
cook, to sew, to trim her o.vn hats, and cro- 
chet petticoats for the poor ; she carves in 
wood, binds books, takes photographs, man- 
ipulates a typewriter and a billiard cue, rides 
drives, fences, dances, swims, can row a boat, 
and manage; a yacht. 

Small wonder that so gifted a lady has 
been credited with the writing of plays and 
novels. So persistent, indeed, did a rumor 
once become that Colonel .Henry Knollys 



Charles, a sailor, was often from home ; and 
her flat near the Amalienborg Palace was no 
more than a suite in the government offices. 

The change from Sandringham and .Marl- 
borough Mouse, from an aristocratic to a 
democratic country, somewhat distressed her 
at first, and perhaps it would be saying too 
much to assert that she was wholeheartedly 
popular in Copenhagen. As much of her time 
as possible was spent in London and at Ap 
plctou House, the pretty place at Sandring- 
ham given as a wedding present by the King. 

Then came the offer from Norway. Prin- 
cess Charles hesitated before accepting the 
duties of queenship. She was so shy during 
her first weeks in Christiania that she habit- 
ually walked in at the back door of her palace 
while the crowd waited to sec her drive up to 1 
the front. 




Persia has gone through fire and water 
since the opening of the first parliament more 
than three years ago, says the Teheran corres- 
pondent of the London /Times. Since then 
Muzaffar-ed-Din Shah has gone to his fathers, 
Mahomed AH Shah has been dethroned, and 
the King of Kings is now a small, chubby- 
faced boy who has no-voice in the affairs of 
state. Teheran has twice listened in alarm to 
the thunder of cannon fired in anger, and 
escaped but narrowly from the honors oi war 
within her walls. Where Persia was an abso- 
lute monarchy, she is now a constitutional 
country, with a nominal bead, who cannot for 
years exert even the limited authority belong- 
ing to his station. The Regent who will act 
during the minority of the little Shah is the 
servant of the Constitution ; in all the high 
places there sits not a single exponent of re- 
action. These are curious changes to have 
taken place in a country so backward as Persia, 
geographically so far removed from the influ- 
ences of civilization. Is it that the East is 
stirring to its very extremities, or is it that the 
changes arc more in seeming than in reality? 
It can hardly be said that the spirit of progress 
has begun to animate all Persia, but that it has 
galvanized sections of this sleepy self-satisfied 
community into life is a fact there is no gain- 
saying. Time alone can show to what extent 
the Persian leopard has' changed his spots. 
A Gala Day. 

The opening of the new Mejliss marks the 
climax of a scries of events that have recently 
attracted Western eyes to Persia. What the 
Nationalists strove for has been accomplished, 
and it was meet that the city should assume 
her gayest garb to celebrate the great occasion. 
The large and gaudy colored square where 
the artillery is housed was crossed and recross- 
ed by festoons of flags that fluttered in the 
faces of passing riders. Huge carpets — soft, 
rich, dusky-red fabrics, some doubtless of 
priceless value, obscured the ugliness of blank 
walls. From the front of the Imperial Bank of 
Persia, the handsomest building in Teheran, 
hung, side by side, suspended from huge pro- 
jecting poles, two .enormous standards — the 
Union Jack and the Lion and the Sun. The 
streets were filled with as motley an array of 
soldiers as could well be conceived. The Per- 
sian regular on state occasions can be clothed 
to rival a bird of Paradise, and the passing of 
the Shah from the palace to parliament was 
an opportunity not to be lost. Lanky Caucasi- 
ans, still "walking arsenals," barring the 
bombs, that are now left at home, were conspi- 
cuous : crowds of shaggy tribal horsemen, 
trim Persian Cossacks, brilliantly blue, white 
corded gendarmes lined the streets. The Per- 
sian himself is sad in the matter of clothes, 
but his peculiar complexion, not European and 
yet hardly Asiatic, his sparkling black eyes, 
and his quaint headgear have an attraction 
all their own. Then there was the solemn 
bearded mulah. often more sanctimonious than 
holy ; the green turbaned syed who trades on 
his descent, authentic or reputed, from the 
Prophet ; and the callow, long-necked theologi- 
cal student, who already assumes the attitude 
of infallibility belonging to his profession. And 
everywhere groups of hoodie-crows, Persian 
women draped from head to foot in black, 
shapeless cloaks that conceal face and figure. 
They chatter volubly among themselves in 
shrill unmusical tones, and were it not for an 
occasional peep of a dainty beaded slipper and 
the shy gaze of a cherub-faced child, one would 
find it hard to believe, what the privileged 
know, that these forbidding garments often 
cover uncommon beauty and charm. 

Entrance to the Mejliss was effected be- 
tween richly decoratetl columns through a 
great gateway guarded by armed men. Huge 
crowds surrounded the approaches, but inside 
were only rows of soldiers, who continually 
presented arms to the greater ones privileged 
by ticket to enter. Aged mullahs, hardly able 
to walk, gorgeous generals, most of them star- 
red and ribboned for no military prowess but 
their capacity for intrigue, merchants in brown 
abbas, humble in inverse ratio to their reputed 
wealth, diplomatists in uniform, some of whom 
represent countries whose interests in Persia 
it would be difficult to discover, European 
ladies in bats and dresses from Paris, followed 
each other in quick succession. Inside the 
building, the available space was allotted lo 
princes, nobles, ministers, officials, deputies, 
leading residents, the diplomatic corps and 
their ladies. The throne, a simple chair, was 
set on a dais with a crimson silk canopy over- 
hanging it. The press had a small gallery all 
to itself, facing the throne, and commanding 
the whole of the large tastefully decorated 
hall whence is to emanate hereafter the wis- 
dom that shall restore to its former greatness 
a country far advanced on the path of degen- 
eration. 

The Ceremony. 

There were no chairs but the one allotted 
to the Centre of the Universe. His small Ma- 
jesty entered with dignity, carrying a huge 
jewelled scimitar, and closely shepherded by 
the patriarchal Regent. The steps to the 
throne seemed too high for the little legs, 
and the poor boy, encumbered with uniform 
and sword, labored somewhat on the way up. 
The Regent, however, kept a fatherly hand 
on the boy's shoulder. Sultan Ahmed pressed 
past his chair, despite the hand of the Regent, 
who wished him to sit down. But the boy 
knew his business better, and, before taking 
his scat, which was also uncomfortably high 
for him, he stepped to the edge of the platform 
and gravely saluted the foreign ministers, one 
by one. These proceedings I was privileged 
to view, with much difficulty, from the Press 



gallery. The handful of editors and satellites 
that represent the newspapers of Teheran 
might easily have shared the available space 
with the few European correspondents, and 
seen all that was to be seen with ease, but, 
true to tradition, the distributors of tickets 
served their own ends, with the result that 
our gallery was packed with people who had 
no right to be there, and who almost com- 
pletely shut us off from the interesting scene 
below. Fortunately a kindly c'unich of great 
height took compassion on me, and explained 
in a reedy but friendly voice the things I could 
not see or understand. He seemed to take 
an unholy joy in pointing out people whose 
tongues weie constitutional but whose hearts 
were reactionary. He knew all the deceivers; 
and left me in no doubt as to his own sympa- 
thies. Who shall say that Persia is not on the 
move, when the very parasites of the old order 
find their nutriment distasteful. 

The aged Regent having lost his voice, it 
devolved on the minister for war, who is also 
prime minister, to read the speech from the 
throne. The Sipahdar, in uniform, left the 
side of his colleague, Sirdar Asad, the unas- 
suming Bakhtiari chief, clad in a simple brown 
abba, and climbed thee same steps that had 
embarrassed Sultan Ahmed. Despite his great 
position, it was evident that the Siphadar 
felt himself in the august presence of the Shah- 
in Shah, and it was with marked humility that 
he set his feet on the same level to take the 
paper containing the speech from the hand of 
the Regent. Having obtained it, he salaamed 
and took a few steps backwards down the 
steps. Adjusting his spectacles with consider- 
able deliberation, he cleared his throat, and 
opened the paper, but alack ! only to discover 
that something had gone wrong. The Regent 
in fact had been given the wrong paper, and 
the right one had to be searched for in the 
capacious folds of the Sipadar's garments, 
from which he drew paper after paper, till 
the breathless onlookers began to fear that 
the right one had been left at home. At last, 
however, the valuable document was found, 
and a catastrophe averted. The speech was 
short, and, after the manner of similar utter- 
ances in other countries, unctuous. Only at 
one point did the European listener prick up 
his ear in anticipation, but only to relax atten- 
tion at once, for the allusion to the afflicting 
presence of foreign troops in the country was 
only used as an opportunity to express confi- 
dence in the sincerity and integrity of purpose 
of the great neighbor in the north. A little 
respectful applause at the end of the reading, 
and the ceremonies were complete. Persia was 
launched anew on the deep waters of the 
future.
